SOME INFORMATION. 

THE INDIAN COMMISSIONER TO BE IN- 

VESTIGATED—HOW THE GOOD WAN- 

AMAKER’S INFLUENCE WAS SECURED, 


WASHINGTON, July 24.—The investiga- 
tion of the rerating and other scandals in 
the Pension Office, which began under Sec- 
retary Noble’s orders yesterday, is not the 
only investigation the head of the Interior 
Department has found it advisable to di- 
rect. For some time past persons have 
been engaged in looking carefully through 
all the records in the War Department re- 
lating to the military career of Indian Com- 
missioner Thomas J. Morgan. Everybody 
in the Indian Bureau has read the pub- 
lished facts about the court-martial of 
Lieut. Col. H. C. Corbin on charges of 
cowardice brought by Morgan and his 
prompt acquittal, and all the employes 
know about the other court-martialin which 
Col. Morgan was the defendant, and by 
which he was sentenced to be dismissed 
from the service of the United States. They 
have read also how this sentence was set 
aside on the ground that Col. Morgan 
should have been ‘“‘cashiered and thereby 
utterly disabled to have or hold any office 
or employment in the service of the United 
States,” instead of ‘‘dismissed.” This 
knowledge of the record of the head of the 
ladian Bureau has not tended to good disci- 
pline among or good work by the employes. 
it has also caused much criticism to be 
passed upon the appointment of Col. Mor- 
gan. In order, therefore, to make a full re- 
port upon the matter to President Harrison, 
Secretary Noble has his commission at work 
upon the records. They are paying special 
attention to the mass of evidence taken in 
the two courts-martial, and when they are 
through Mr. Noble will know whether or 
not it will be wise for the President to 
select some other person for Col. Morgan’s

Some of the politicians in town are laugh- 
ing among themselves over a story that is 
told concerning the way in which Joseph 
W. Burke obtained the appointment as 
Collector of Revenue for the Third Dis- 
trict of Texas, which was announced on 
Saturday.

According to 
the story, which the politicians believe, 
Burke showed his ability to look out for 
himself by going over to Philadelphia and 
purchasing his Fall stock of clothing from 
the Wanamaker establishment. While en- 
gaged in this business he became acquaint- 
ed with the business manager of the ‘con- 
cern and confided to him his desire to be 
made an internal revenue collector, with 
anintimation that the influence of the 
Postmaster-General would beof great value 
to him. ‘The result, it is asserted, was the 
presentation to the Postmaster General by 
Burke of a warm letter ot introduction 
from the manager in Philadelphia, which 
was followed by the good Mr. Wanamaker’s 
good offices with the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury in Burke’s behalf, andin due time by 
the coveted appointment. Chairman 
Degress is given a-good share of the credit 
tor this “‘fine stroke in politics”; and while 
McDaniel’s friends are disappointed, they 
coniess that they regard Burke’s success as

Superintendent J. Lowrie Bell of the Rail- 
way Mail Service said to-day that there 
was notuing exceptional in the case report- 
ed from Lynchburg, Va., alleging that two 
white postal clerks had retused to instruct 
a newly-appointed negro clerk.

Solicitor Hepburn, to whom the question 
was referred, is of opinion that there is 
nothing in the Chinese Exclusion act to 
vrohibit the landing in the United States 
of the Chinese who enlisted as servants 
on the United States naval vessels re- 
cently at Samoa, and whose services will 
terminate upon the arrival of the vessels 
at San Francisco. The Solicitor considers 
that as these men form part of the work- 
ing outfit of the vessels they are exempted 
from the operations of the Exclusion act.

He 
thought that no one, unless he happened to 
be an active partisan, should be dismissed 
froim the public service. He said that the 
commission was going to iook the matter 
up, not only as relating to the present, 
but to the past. In speaking of the matter 
jurther, Mr. Roosevelt said that.in the 
Baltimore Post Office it was charged that 
there had beena clean sweep, and out of 
the 357 employes there were now only 
eleven.

FATAL MINH DISASTER, 


A CAVE-IN FOLLOWED BY AN EX-~ 
PLOSION OF FIREDAMP. 


SCRANTON, Penn., July 24.—The Central Vol- 
Nery of the’ Delaware, Lackawanna and West- 
ern Railroad Company in the western section of 
Scranton, was the scene of a double disaster to- 
day, the first being an extensive cave-in, which 
occurred at 5 o’clock this morning, doing great 
damage to surface property and destroying 
many dwellings, and the second an explosion of 
firedamp, which took place this afternoon, kiil- 
ing two miners outright and seriously injuring 
five others. The killed are Robert Roberts, 
aged forty-two, and John Williams, aged twen- 


three. The injured are Patrick Barrett, Thomas 
James, Benjamin James, John Doyle, Robert 
Moran, and Robert Lewis. 

The owners of the Central mine have recently 
been “robbing pillars,” which consists in re- 
moving the coal supports that were left to sus- 
tain the roof when the work of ining was car- 
ried on several years ago, and as a result the 
surface has been caving 12. 

This morning’s cave-in extended over nearly 
three blocks in che neighborhood of Luzerne- 
street and adjacent thoroughfares and was un- 
usually severe. It startled the people from 
their beds at 5 o’clock aud many ran in terror 
from their homes, which were badly shaken by 
the upheaval. The walls of several houses were 
ripped open, others were moved from their 
foundations, and in the lawns and gardens were 
numerous fissures extending a considerable 
distance, 

The surface was “ working” at 5 o’clock this 
afternoon, when a new report was added to the 
morning’s excitement .by the rumor that sev- 
eral lives had been lost by a firedamp explosion 
in the depth of the mine, 300 feet peiow the sur- 
face, where a gang of men were at work. 

This alarming news caused the most intense 
and painful apprehensions for a time, until the 
facts became known. The explosion occurred 
at about 3 o’clock. The workmen were in the 
main gangway removing rails and other rail- 
road property out of the path of the subterra- 
nean storm. The air current was good when 
they began work, butas the caving-in process 
progressed 1t gradually forced the volume of air 
damp upon them untilit came in contact with 
their mine lamps and produced a terrific crash. 

The force of the explosion was distinctly felt 
on the surface and blew the whistle in the 
engineer’s room atthe headhouse, When the 
eveineer answered it he met with no response 
and then realized that something fearful had 
happened. i 

Roberts and Williams, who were instantly 
killed, were. buried beneath a great heap of 
rocks and coal, and their companions were so 
hemmed in by the big boulders which fell about 
them that two hours eiapsed, before they could 
escape from their prison. Barrett and Doyle 
were first to get out, and they soon obtained 
assistance to rescue the others and remove the 
bodies of the two men who had been killed by 
the explosion.

OVERTAXED HIS BRAIN. 

RAHWAY, N. J., July 24.—The nineteen-year- 
old son of William Marsh, a resident of Union- 
street this city, has lost his reason from too 
much brain work expended on an invention. 
Symptoms of the malady first appeared some 
weeks aco and his parents consulted the family 
doctor. It was partly decided to remove him to 
an insane asylum, but for some reason this was 
not done. ¢ 

Yesterday the young man became violent, 
rushed into the house armed with a hatchet 


and, picking up his baby sister, dashed out 
again. The mother gave chase, together with 
several neighbors, when the maniac suddenly 
dropped the baby and disappeared through a 
lane. In the afternoon he returned, still carry- 
ing the axe and with his face frightfully distig- 
uréd with red paint. He demanded food and 
ate greedily of what was placed before him. He 
then tore his shirtin pieces, and put on an old 
raged coat, and, screaming and brandishing his 
hatchet, again dashed out into the street and 
Was soon out of sight, 

His terrified femaie relatives fied when they 
saw him destroy the garment, and remained all 
last night in a friend’s house, fearing to return 
home. His father and several neighbors started 
out to tind him, but up to a late hour this even-. 
ing he had not been captured. 





THE MONEY OONFISCATED. 

CHICAGO, July 24.—Last week Lena Lurie, a 
Polish Jewess, secured an injunction restraining 
Lazarus Silverman, the banker, from turning 
over to [ke or Robert Lurie more than half of 
$15,000 drawn on a winning lottery ticket 
Mrs. Lurie claimed that Robert and Ike, her 
cousins, were attempting to cheat her out ofa 
half interest which she owned in the ticket, she 
having bought it on snares with Robert. 

This morning State Attorney Longenecker 
filed an information in the Superior Court, ask- 
ing that the entire prize be declared forfeited 
to the State. This action is brought under an 
express provision of the statute to that end, 
and is the first of the kind filed in this county. 
An injunction was at once granted restraining 
tbe banker from paying over the money to any 
of the claimants. 





THE CROPS IN MONTANA, 

HELENA, Montano, July 24.—Reports received 
concerning the state of cattle and crops through- 
out the Territory are much more favorable than 
was expected. Wantof water is felt in many 
sections, but people have generally given the 
idea that things are much worse than was actu- 
ally the case. Although but little rain has 
falien in this city there has been rain all around, 
which has materially helped matters, and the 
same may be said of ail other dry districts, ex- 
cept that in many cases rain came long before 
there was any damage done, 

From Boseman comes the news that the Gal- 
Jatin Valley is green and crops wili not be infe- 
rior in quality, while reports from Jefferson and 
Madison Valleys are to tbe effect that neither 
crops nor cattle were hurt, and there is in all 
directions a feeling of renewed confidence.

OF A 
“GREEN GOODS” MAN. 

HE HAD TO LEAVE RIS SAFE BEHIND 
WITH OVER FOUR THOUSAND FIVE 
HUNDRED DOLLARS IN IT. 


Anthony Comstock has succeeded in demon- 
Strating the fact that heis a better prosecutor 
of vicious persons than he is a détective, and 
the police of the First Precinctare criticising 
him for allowing an important criminal to cet 
away when he was about to lay hands upon him. 

Mr. Comstogk, as a Post Office Inspector, 
about ten days ago came in possession of a 
green goods circular which was being exten- 
sively distributed through the mails, The circu- 
lar was couched in the usual terms, promising 
to provide bills of such perfect exeoution that 
even the United States Treasury Department 
had accepted them in large amounts, for rela- 
tively small prices. Inclosed with the circular 
was the card of ‘Henry Marsh, dealer in pat- 
ents, goid and silver hunting case watches, 


&c.,” at 17 Moore-street, and directions that 
correspondence be addressed to J. C. Ellis at 
54 Pearl-street. 

The assistance of Detective Oram of the First 
Preeinct was secured, but when Capt. Mco- 
Laughlin would have assigned another assist- 
apt Mr. Comstock refused the offer, and he and 
Detective Oram took up the watch for the con- 
fidence operators alone. They found a heavily 
pullt man with a stiff, red mustache, yesterday 
receiving the mail that was addressed to Ellis, 
and, following him up, saw him go to 17 Moore- 
street and enter the frontdoor. Mr. Comstock 
now recognized the fellow as William C. Burns, 
whoran a saloon ia Jersey City and whom he had 
arrested in that city a year before for counter- 
feiting, but who had escaped by forfeiting his 


bail. 

Unmindful of a possible rear exit to tho 
house, Detective Oram took post at the front, 
while Comstock hastemed back to the Old Slip 
a station for help, expecting to bag not 

urns alone but his accomplices as well.. Capt. 
McLaugblin and Detective Oates went back 
with Mr. Comstock, and at the front of the 
house Detective Oram reported that no one had 
gone out, The raiders went into the house and 
found the room of “Mr. Marsh” vacant. An 
old coat on the wall and a safe in the room, with 
some cheap furniture, were all there was to be 
seen. Al open window in @ rear closet over- 
looking some sheds in the back yard revealed 
the probable loophole through which their 
quarry had escaped. : 

Mr, Comstock wanted the safe immediately 
broken open, but upon ae McLaughlin’s sug- 
gestion he went before Police Justice Reilly and 
swore out a search warrant, armed with which 
Capt. McLaughlin broke open the safe. Inside 
a dozen bundles were found, securely wrapped 
up. They were found to consist of a common 
brick, with layers of genuine bills on. either 
side, so arranged that by tearing the package 
at either corner only the money would be re- 
vealed. The bundles contained $4,644 of good 
money, showing how extensive preparations 
had been made by the gang to interest the man 
of cupidity and wealth from the suburban dis- 
triots. The packages were taken before Justice 
Reilly, who ordered them into the custody of 
the property clerk at Police Heaiquarters. 

At the same time a general alarm was sent to 
the police to be on the lookout for Burne, alias 
Marsh, alias Ellis, and for @ gray-nhaired com- 
vanion of about fifty years of age, whom Mr. 

insdale, the agent of the building, said was 
joint occupant of the room ‘with Burns, but 
whose name he did not know. They had had 
the room but a few weeks and excited no sus- 
picion in Mr. Tindale’s breast by their conduct, 
he assuming them to bein legitimate business 
of some sort. 

At a late hour last night no arrest had been 
made, but Mr. Comstock thinks, that notwith- 
standing this, the capiure is an important one 
and the deprivation of $4,644 of good money 
will be a biow to the crooks that they will suf- 
fer from more severely than by the usual fine 
and imprisonment, 


TRE TARIFF ON WOOL, 

CnrcaGo, July 24.—A dispatch from Pittsburg 
says: ‘‘ Within the last féw days, at. the sugges- 
tion of Mr. Leach, Surveyor of the Port of Phil- 
adelphia, the Pittsburg Appraisers have decid- 
ed to admit English wool at 10 cents a pound 
instead of 30 or 60 cents, according to the class- 
ification, as heretofore. This, of course, will 
make English wool cheaper than the American 


urticle, and there is a fear that the wool indus- 
try hereabvout will be ruined.” : 

PHILADELPHIA, July 24.—Regarding the class- 
ification and duty on broken wool tops and 
woolen waste, Appraiser Leach says: ‘**There 
have been many misstatements made. Wehave 
been accused or changing the classification of 
broken wool tops so as to admit them as waste, 
thereby reducing the daty to 10 cents. Noth- 
ing of the sort was done. Everything that 
called for 60 cents duty before calls for the 
same now, and if there has been any change at 
all it is in the nature of en advance. What we 
did was to Gefine waste, and we decided that it 
wus what was left over in the course of manu- 
facture, or, in other words, legitimate waste 
and not manufactured waste. There has been 
no reduction at 4ll, and, as I say, it is quite the 
contrary.” : 

CoLumBots, Ohio, July 24.—Columbus Delano, 
the President of the National Wool Growers’ 
Association, has called a meeting in this city 


for July 29 to consider the decision of the 
Treasury Department regarding the duty on 
scoured woolimported under the falee designa- 
tion of waste. — 








FIGHTING THE NEW GAS OOMPANY. 

ELIZABETH, July 24.—Application was made 
to Chancellor McGill at ‘Irenton yesterday by 
the Elizabethtown Gas Company fora writ of in- 
junction to restrain the Metropolitan Company 
from laying gas pipes throughout the city. The 
bill of particulars alleges that the charter un- 
der which the new company proposes to operate, 
and which was granted in 1870 by the New- 
Jersey Legislature, is now worthless, because 


the parties obtaining it did not subscribe the 
stated capital, $30,000, within a year from the 
date the charter was granted; aiso that the 
Metropolitan cgay oan 4 does not really mean to 
manutacture gas, but is a bogus affair. 

The new company’s attorneys ridicule the 
application, profess to have no fears as to the 
outcome, and declare no injunction will be 
granted... Meanwhile the laying of the gas 
maine is being vigorously pushed. Chancelior 
McGill took the papers in_the case, but reserved 
his decision. . 

The Metropolitan Company is composed of a 
syndicate of New-York and New-Jersey capi- 
talists with Charles G. Francklyn ot New-York 
as President and ex-Freeholder Willizm Oliver 
of this city as Treasurer. Ex-Congressman John 
Kean and his father, Col. Kean, are the chief 
stockholders of the rival Elizabethtown or the 
old company, as it is called. 





DIVORCES MADE EASY. 

CHICAGO, July 24.—The ease with which a di- 
vorce may be procured in Chicago has long been 
a fruitful theme for the newspaper paragrapher. 
To-day another bar was removed, It has been 
the practice of the courts to hold that the appli- 
cant for divorce must be a resident of this State 
and must appear in person. : 

Both of these requirements were waived to- 
day in the case of Mary Gottschalk, a resident 


She was never in Chicago in 
her life, and on her affidavit that her husband, 
Herman, had deserted ber for two years, during 
which time he had lived in Chicago, she was

regulations, wherefore the Civil Service Reform 


Association of this city has taken the matter | 


in band with the intention of ascertaining if 
there is any way to compel Mr. Gilroy to con- 
form to the law. 

Commissioner Gilroy’s offense consisted in 


making a requisition for engineers in his de- } 


partment to fill vacancies that did not exist, 
thereby securing a larger eligible list than he 
Was entitied to, and, thereupon, in appointing 


& man whose name would not have been oa the 
list 1f the requisition had only been for a num- 
ber equal to thenumber appointed. So plain a 
Violation of the civil service law could not be 
allowed to puss unnoticed and disregarded. 

The law must be enforced in these minor cases, 
the association declares, or else it will be disre- 
garded and ignored in the higher applications. 
If those who are charged with the execution of 
the law willfully vivlate it, it becomes the guty 
of the friends of the law to see that it is vindi- 
cated and the official derelict is brought toa 
proper realization of bis duty. So consMering, 
the Civil Service Reform Association have in- 
structed their counsel, Mr. Horace E. Deming, 
to apply to the courts for an injunction against 
Mr. Gilroy and tbe disbursing officer of the 
City Government, restraining them from pay- 
ing Curran any salary for work done under his 
appointment. The motive is, of course, far 
more important than the mere prevention of 
payment of the engineer’s salary--it is to com- 
pei Mr. Gilroy to refrain from arbitrary re- 
movals and arbitrary apppgintments and to con- 
form to the law in such cases. 

Mr. Deming, after a thorough examination of 
the law, said that ir Mr. Gilroy made a requisi- 
tion for five engineers and then appointed only 
three, and of these three one was number seven 
on the eligible list, he had clearly violated the 
law, and was guilty of a misdemeanor which 
was punishable by fine or imprisonment or 
both; but the association preferred and elected 
to proceed in the case by injunction as 
stated, and the papers for the beginning of the 
action were being prepared yesterday. Mr. 
Gilroy says thathe knew what he was about 
when he appointed Curran, and is apparently 
rer for a tussle with the association over the 
aw. 





GOV. AMES VERY ILL. 


THE BAY STATE EXECUTIVE AFFECTED 
WITH HEART DISEASE. 


Boston, Mass., July 24.—Gov. Ames is very 
ill at his home at North Easton. He is affected 
with heart disease, the exact character of which 
Dr. Cogswell wiil not disclose, but one which 
he says, With care and prudence, ought not to 
prove dangerous, provided the Governor holds 
himself aloof from any exciting influences, 


whether of business or politics, and hereafter 
embarks in nothing without careful consiaera- 
tion of its etfect upon his health. ‘ 

Last Sunday he felt bad, but having some 
important engagements in this city on Monday, 
he came here, although he was much disinclined 
todoso. He returned home Monday afternoon 
and in the evening was prostrated. Since then 
he has been kept quiet at his home. 

Lieut. Gov. Brackett has been summoned 
from New-Hampshife, and will perform the 
Governor’s duties until Gov. Ames is able to re- 
sume them. 

Gov. Ames has never fully recovered from the 
illness he suffered a year ago, which at one time 
caused some anxiety lest he should not ve able 
to run again for Governor, but he was very 
quiet during the Winter, going out as little as 
possible, and had no more trouble until his col- 
peers in New-York at the time of the centennial 
celebration, brought on by the excitement and 
fatigue of his eight-mile horseback ride on the 
day of the great review. 

Since then he has not been a well man, and 
thé more serious aspects of the case which have 
developed have not been unexpected. 





EFFORTS TO SAVE HER LIFE. 
LITTLE Rock, Ark., July 24,.-On Aug. 9 Mrs. 
Elsie James will be executed at Fort Smith, 
Ark., for the murder of & man seventy years 
old in Indian Territory. The date of her execu- 
tion was fixed for June 18, but a respite was 
granted by President Harrison until the time 
above mentioned. Twofriends of Mrs. James 
arrived here to-day from Indian Territory hunt- 
ing for aman who lived near the James’s and 
who left the country after the crime was com- 
mitted, and who has not since been heard of. 
While not holding him in any way responsible, 
these men say that he is a mostimportant wit- 
ness in her behalf, that his testimopy will prove 
& complete alibi for her, And that had they pos- 
sessed any knowledge of him before and during 
her trial she would have been acquitted. They 
visitea Wrightsvilie and other places near here, 
but without finding any trace of the opject of 
their search. 
Whether or not he is found a strong effort will 
be made to induce President Harrison to either 
ardon her or commute the death sentence to 
ite imprisonment. Papers having a favorable 
bearing on the case have been recently for- 
warded to Washington, and it is understood 
that the various Indian delegations will visit 
and intervede with the President iu her behalf. 
Should the sentence be carried into eftect she 
will be the second woman hung in Arkansas,

Paris, July 24.—M. Duport, a Boulangist 
member of the Chamber of Deputies, last night 
attempted to make a speech at Pont l’Abbe, 
Finistére, but was attacked by a mob and 
stoned.

Count Sparre was married, and 
he and his wife moved in the most aristocratic 
circle of Copenhagen.

THE CRAPO CAMPAIGN. 


THE NEW-BEDFORD MAN’S FRIENDS 
CONFIDENT OF HIS SUCCESS. 


Boston, July 24.—Mr. E. W. Burdett, Chair- 
man of the Crapo Campaign Committee, and C. 
W. Clifford of New-Bedford, Mr. Crapo’s law 
partner, were in consultation to-day at the 
headquarters on School-street. While they were 
there ex-Senator Howes Norris dropped in, as 
well as several other Crapo men from the cape, 
and all were assured that the boom of the New- 
Bedford man was looking first-rate. Mr. Bur- 
dett laughingly protested that this was no con- 


ference, and Mr. Norris deciared he had only 
ruo in to.see how éverything looked, by no 
meané by appointment or special invitation. 

To areporter Mr. Burdett said he had opened 
correspondence with a Senatorial district 
which he had not expected to reach. Essex 
County Was generally credited to Brackett. 
He had been surprised, however, to find how 
much Crapo sentiment there was there. Law- 
rence was probably the strongest citadel in tne 
Brackett stronghold, with Lowell next in order. 
The fact that Henry Cabot Lodge had openly 
announced his preference for Mr. rapo 
would have considerabie oftect in the 
county, and the outspoken stand for Mr. 
Crapo taken by Gen. William Cogswell would 
help a great deal. Mr. Lodge had stated to Mr, 
Burdett that he shouida under no circumstances 
be a candidate for Governor and that he wanted 
to see Mr. Crapo nominated. Gen. Cogswell 
also stated to Mr. Burdett that he was a Crapo 
= and authorized the latter to publish the 

act. 

Mr. Burdett said the Brackett men had wasted 
all their ammunition before the battle was 
fairly begun, and were now in a poor condition 
to meet the enemy. He thought they had made 
a great mistake in forcing the fighting so early. 
A big boom might be given Mr. Crapo’s candi- 
dacy at apy moment. The material was all 
ready, but-the management of the vampaign 
aid not believe the people wanted this thing 
thrust upon their notice in the midst of the 
hot season. They were not going to impose 
— the people by forcing the campalga too 
early. 

Another Crapo man said ‘*The spiders were 
beginning to build ‘nests’ upon the Brackett 
boom.” The selection of Senator Clark of Lynn 
as Chairman of the Campaign Committee nad 
been tne last straw that was needed to break 
the back of the Brackett camel. It had done its 
work. it would give Lynn, which before had 
been &@ strong Brackett citadel, to Crape with- 
outa doubt. The unpopularity of Mr. Clarkin 
his own town was beyond doubt. Essex County 
asa Brackett stronghold was going to pieces.

KNOXVILLE, Tenn., July 24.— Relatives of 
Mrs. H. G. Heron of Jonesborough, who is re- 
ported to be under sentence of death in Corea, 
have cabled to Seoul, but have received no re- 
ply. The publication was tirst made in a Knox- 
ville paper Monday morning, and caused in- 
tense excitement throughout East Tennessee, 
The report was based on letters received in 
Jonesporough, in which the name of another 


Corean missionary who was mobbed in the in- 
terior of Corea, was mistaken fur Heron, 


SAN FRANCISCO, July 24.—The report from 
Washington last night that Mrs. H. G. Heron, 
an American missionary in Corea, had been 


condemned to death at Seoul is believed to have 
originated in a circumstance which recently be- 
fell the Rev. H. G. Underwood, an American 
wissionary, and his wife in Corea. Mr. Under- 
wood was recently married at Seoul to an 
American lady named Horton. They wentto 
the interior on their bridal trip and were 
mobbed in several piaces on accuunt of their 
religious Delief, but finally returoed to Seoul in 
safety. 

The Presbyterian Board of Foreign Missions 
in this city do not credit the dispatch sent out 
from Nashville that Mrs. Heron, a Presbyterian 


missionary in Corea, bad been sentenced to 
death for preaching Christianity. They are in- 
formed by the Corean Legation at Washiigton 
thatin their cable advices yesterday nothing 
was said of any trouble. 

A telegram from the Corean Legation at Wash- 
ingtoa says: 

“State Department and myself consider ru- 
mor unfounded. Foreigners have right of ex- 
tra territoriality, and Americans can only be ar- 
rested and tried by American Consuls. Have 
cabled tor information.”

PRIOE TWO OENTS. 
TRYING TO SAVE BURKE 


THE EXTRADITION FIGHT IN 
1HE COURTS. 
JUDGE LONGENECKER -WOULD LIKE TO 
KNOW WHO IS SUPPLYING BURKE 
WITH MONEY FOR HIS DEFENSE. 


WINNIPEG, July 24.—An application was made 
in the Burke case this morning to the full bench 
forarule nisi, calling upon the prosecution to 
show cause why the prisoner should not be re- 
leased from custody. The order was made re- 
turaabile to-morrow Jmorning, when the matter 
will be argued fully. 

The grounds upon which the motion was based 
were wrongful admission by Judge Bain of 


Po sop ge taken before the Grand Jary at 
Chicago; that there was no evidence to show 
that the prisoner committed any crime or that 
be ever knew Cronin or was within miles of 
Carison’s cottage on the night of the murder. 

The prisoner was indicted as an accessory be- 
fore the fact, which is not an extraditabie 
offense. In fact, no case was made out against 
Burke upon which he could be surrendered, and 
the Judge who heard the matter in his decision 
hax said that merely a presumptive case’ was 
mie, after hearing all the evidence that coulda 
be produced. 


CarcaGo, July 24.—Ever since Martin Burke 
wes arrested in Winnipeg and began his fight 
against extradition Judge Longenecker and 


Chief Hubbard have been puzzling themselves

A large sum of money was required for the 
move, and there was no intimation before Mon- 
day thatit would be forthcoming. I[t was im- 
mediately interrea by the State Attorney and’ 
the police that there must be some connection 
between the arrival of the Chicagoan and the 
beginving of the legal proceedings, in fact, that 
he was a messenger of the Clan-na-Gael and 
tue triangle. The Chicago detectives in Win- 
nipeg and Chief Hubbard’s force are working 
hard to tind out just wnat the connection is, and 
ace hoping for great things. 

Judge Longenecker this evening refused to 
give the name of the emissary because he might 
be in Winnipeg on legitimate business. “It is 
very suspicious, though,” hesaid, ‘‘that he is 
so closely connected with the men who are in- 
terested in keeping Burke in Canada, and thar 
so soon after his arrival in Winnipeg Burke's 
lawyer ordered a copy of the record, which 
would require a great deal of money, when he 
did not know two days before whetber he would 
take any further action in the case.”

OLD WISCONSIN BELLE 


HER CLAIM ON THE BABCOCK ESTATE 
SET ASIDE. 


CHICAGO, July 24.—Col. Walter 8. Babcock, a 
supposed bachelor, died in August, 1887, at 
Gardner, IIL, from the effects of a pistol shot 
received under mysterious circumstances which 
have never been cleared up. He was on a visir 
to Miss Saran Dodge, a Gardner spinster. He 


left an ostate valued at $60,000 and his sister, 
Mrs. Hattie A. Martin, secured letters of admin- 
istration thereon. 

Pending the settlement of the estate, Mrs. 
Naomi Faircnild, aged sixty years, and broken 
in health, began suitto secure ashare of the 
estate, claiming to be Col. Babcock’s wife. She 
setup that she was once considered a very 
beautiful woman, in fact that she was the belie 
of a whole countryside in Wisconsin. Col. 
Babcock, she avers, fellin love with her as a 
widow, ana on Oct. 7, twodays before the great 
fire of 1871, married her. The circtmstances 
of the marriage, as she related them, were 
very peculiar. He took her, she avers, to a 
house on Wabash-avenue, whose location ske 
cannot fix, and there, at midnight, they were 
madeone. After the ceremony he took her 
back to her home and left her, enjoining her to 
keep the matter secret. This sne did, and was 
always known as Mrs. Fairchild until after the 
Colonel’s death. 

On the trial the Rev. W. H. Burns testified 
that atthe time mentioned and under the cir- 
cumstances described he had married Mrs, Fatr- 
child to some person, but whetber or not it was 
Col. Babacuck he could not affirm. Ontop of 
this came the testimony of Mrs. Julia Brattan,. 
the claimant’s sister, that it was she who was 
married in the house on Wabash-avenue, at 
night, under the circumstances described by 
Mrs. Fairchild. 

Judge Kuickerbocker to-day decreed that the 
claimant was not the wife of the deceased. . 


STRANGE ACTIONS OF A BIG: DOG. 

Ronpbovut, N. Y., July 24.—A small dog owned 
by Isaac Gorta and a larger canine were seen 
swimming in Brown’s Pond, near the Gross 
lime, here, yesterday afternoon. They came 
together and began fighting.

The victor swam ashore and shook itself.

EARLY SOENES IN THE PARK, 

Persons who fréquent the Mall in Central 
Park on Sunday afternoons know little of the 
amount of work which is done in the hours they 
spend in breakfasting in order to make the big 
pleasure ground tidy enough for their recep- 
tion.

Another thing which is noticeable in the 
vehiclés which foll through the delightful 
morning air is the number of doctors’ 
buggies driven by ladies, with childrén 
perchea comfortably by their sides, and 
thoroughly enjoving the drives. The .bug- 
gies, as a matter of fact, are physicians and 
the occupants, while their husbands and 
fathers are toiling away during ‘ office hours,’”’ 
take the carriages and drive through the park. 
Thisis one of the explanations of how phy- 
sicians’ families managé to remain in town later 
in thé season than those of men in other profes- 
sions. 








DIED OF A RARE DISEASBDP. 

A laborer named John Hatch died at Bellevue 
Hospital yesterday morning of a peculiar, gom- 
paratively rare, and almost invariably fatal 
disease, known to physician’s as Ludwia’s 
angina. Hatch, who was apparently a strong 
and vigorous man, had a tooth pulled on 
Wednesday of last week. On Thursday evening 
his neck began to 6well and on Saturday even- 
ing his condition was such that one of the at- 
tendants at the Demilt Dispensary, where he 
went to be treated, sent him to Bellevue Hos- 
pital. He reached the hospital at 6 P. M. and 
at 7 o'clock, when he was seen by Dr. 86. J. 
White, Jr., one of the attending physicians, he 
was verging on suffocation from the swelling of 
the glottis. 

To prevent suffocation, tracheotomy was per- 
formed the same night, and his life was pro- 
longed thereby until yesterday morning, when 
he died from exhaustion. The affection 1s called 
Ludwie’s augina, from the fact that a physician 
named Ludwig first calied attention to it as 
@ distinctive disease. [t_is characterized by 
phiegminous or rapid and virulent inflamma- 
tion of the deep-seated tissues of the neck. It 
may be caused by a B0reé or injury to the mouth, 
as well as by the extraction of atooth. Although 
many cases are recorded in medical history, Dr. 
White says this is only thé second ono he has 
geen. An examination of Hatch’s mouth 
showed that the jawbone was not fractured by 
the pulling of the tooth.

CHARGE OF ATTEMPTED SUICIDE. 


A well-dressed young man took a room at the 
Vanderbilt Hotel at 9 o’clock Tuesday night and 
registered as *‘M. Kearns, Hudson.”

He said that he had taken 
poison, and on the table near the bed was a Vial 
that had contained aconite. 

A dispatch was sent to Bellevue Hospital and 
an ambulancé was soon at the hotel. The 
stomach pump was applied and thé man’s 
stomach was relieved of the poison. When he 
had recovered from his fright he said that he 
was Morris von Behmer,a native of Holland, 
thirty-two years old, and a bookkeeper and 
commercial correspondent by occupation. It 
was iearned that his people are well off and oc- 
_cupy @ goed social position in Amsterdam. He 
had been away from home for eleven years, 
which hé had spentin North and South Amer- 
‘ica, engaged chiefly in mining operations. In 
Honduras he had been in the employ of the 
Rosario Mining Company until within two 
months ago, when he left the employ of the 
company and came to this city. 

Dr. F. C. Valentine, who is the representative 
in this city of the New-York and Honduras 
Rosario Mining Company, said yesterday that 
Van Behmer had been employed by the éom- 
pany to superintend the drilling operations at 
the mine, and since his return North had been 
working at a driller in an iron miné at Bender, 
Columbia Couaty, N. Y. Dr. Valentine also 
said that Van Behmer had iong suffered from 
facial neuralgia. The man is held as & prisoner 
at Bellevue Hospifal on a charge of attempted 
suicide. He says he took an overdose of the 
drug by mistake.

FIRE 1N AN UNLUCKY NEIGHBORHOOD. 

Fire broke out at 6:30 o’clock yesterday 
morning in a row of two-story wooden build- 
ings on the east side ot First-aventie, néar the 
corner of Thirty-ninth-street; which were 
owned by Henry A. Peck. They were ovcu- 
pied by Edward McCluskey as a kindling-wood 
yard, M. Kurtz & Son, scroll sawyers, and 
Meyér & Stock, iron workers. The fire started 
in the boiler room of the kindling-wood factory, 


and was caused by the ignition of a pile of 
shavings from the furnace, a back draught hav- 
ing biown live coals into the room. The flames 
spread rapidly, and, although a large force of 
firemen was azummoned to the ogene by @ sec- 
6nd alarm, the buildings were badly wrecked 
and their contents either destroyed or consid- 
érably damaged before the flames Were ex- 
tinguished. The loss of the gecupants of the 
buildings is estimated at. Rosey, and the build- 
ings Wweré valued at $2,000. 

The block on which the fire occurred is noted 
for serious conflagrations. Four years ago the 
tenement house 672 First-avenue, which aa- 
joins the woodyard, was on fife at midnight, 
and several familles—sixteen persons in all— 

erished in the flames. A year ago a big cigar 

actory on the west sidé of the avenus was de- 
stroyed by fire, and a heavy loss was the conse- 
quence. 





A NEW TYPE OF STEAMSHIP. 

A contract has been entered into by a Phila- 
delphia firm of shipbuilders to construct for the 
Mississippi River and Ocean Navigation Com- 
pany of St. Louis one of the new type of twin- 
hull and adjustable keel steamships, invented 
by A. H. Lucas, and described in Tue Tives of 
July 16. Thé dimensions of the vessel, which 
is to be built of steel, are as follows: Length of 
hull, 0 feet; breadth of beam, ‘eet; 
draught of water, 7 feet; displacement, about 
2,800 tons. The engines, which are to be of the 
trivie expansion type, aré uatanteed to devel- 
op 4,500 horse power. Each hall is to be fur- 
nished with two screws, and the minimum 
specu o$thse vessel, when ‘loaded, is calculated 
at eighteen miles ver hour. The cargo capaci- 
ty, exclusive of engines and coal, is estimated 
at 1,100. tons. t ts. proposed to run the 
steamer between St. uis, Vera Cruz, Mex- 
ico, and Havana, Ouba.

OF THE NAVY YARD. 


SEVERAL WAR SHIPS BEING PREPARED 
FOR SERVICE ABROAD. 


At the Brooklyn Navy Yard yesterday all was 
aétivity on board the steel cruisers Atlanta and 
Yorktown, which are being prepared for sea. 
The Atlanta is ready to sail, and if nothing 
prévents she will proceed to Narragansett Bay 
to-day. The orders for tne Atlanta and York- 
town were received yesterday. Forthe Atlanta 
they specify that she shall continue to ma- 
neuvre until eitNer the desired resulta are 
obtained, or it is demonstrated conclusively 
that the vessel has attained to the maximum 
of her abilities. The Atlanta’s trial will be the 
Same in nature as that to which all the 
new ships will be subjected. It will consist of 
runs over the measured mile, experiments in 
tactical diameter, and in the determining of the 
angie of heel, augle of drift, & On the 
completion of her trial the Atlanta will return 
to the Brooklyn Navy Yard. The Boston will 
then leave for Newport to undergo the sams 
Berries of tests, and in turn will be followed by 
the Chieago and Yorktown. Previous to the 
test at Narragansett Bay the Yorktown will 
proceed to sea for a firing test of her guns, It 1s 
in preparation for this latter trial that the 
cruiser has been got rea‘ty. 

The Yorktown could have left port some two 
weeks ago were it not for the fact that her 
Secondary battery was not aboard. It was 
at one time thought that the firing test would 
have to come off without the secondary battery 
being in place, but as the remaining guné are 
expected to-morrow itis likely the Yorktown 
will carry out every gun she is entitled to. 
Yesterday two thirty-seven millimeter Hotch- 
kiss revolving cannon were received, along with 
one one-pounder rapid-fire gun. The two re- 
voiving cannon were immediately mount- 
ed. Fier: | occupy positions in the stern 
of the ehip, under the poop deck, and 
right abaft of tne cabin. The open space 
there js used as a bathroom by the command- 
ing officer, The twoguns have a converging 
fire directly astern. They also fire on either 
broadside and well forward of the frame. There 
noW remain to be delivered to the Yorktewn 
four rapid-fire guns, two three-pounders, and 
two six-peunders. The main vattery of tne 
Yorktown was again mounted yesterday. The 
two forecastle and two poop guns had been out 
on the ordnance dock for several days. 

The shields for the Yorktown’sa main battery 
are the first of their kindin service. They af- 
ford far greater protection than do the inclined 
shields of the guns on the Atlanta. and Boston. 
The overhead deck of the last-mentioned ves- 
Bel is itself a shield; but suppos- 
ing this not in place, the shields of 
the Yorktown’s guns afford a protection 
that those on the Atlanta and Boston 
could not. Comparing the shieldsin th» York- 
town with those on the British cruiser Buzzard, 
the former pear far more effective for the 
work for which they are designed. There would 
be little difficnity in picking off the crews at the 
~_ of the Buzzard from overhead. It would 

© @ Very difficult matter to do this with the 
Yorktown’s shields protecting the crews. The 
Buzzara is alluded to because the placing of 
her battery resembles ereatly that of the York- 
town’s battery. 

No decision has yet been reached concerning 
the Quinnebaug. Naval Constructor Hoover 
said ten days ago that he still had men boring 
on the hall. 


The repair work on the Galenais being pushed 
rapidly along, especiaily since she has been se- 
lected to reliéve the Ossipes from duty before 
Port au Prince. The Galeva is really in need 
of extensive repairs, but the work recently done 
on her 1s intended only to keep her in service 
for six months, 

The little Yantic was under the shears yester- 
day getting her lowermast aboard. The main- 
Mast was the only spar stepped. 

A gang of men is at work on the Puritan get- 
ting out the two boilers of which she is to be 
deprived. There is considerable labor attending 
the tearing up of the big craft’s iron deck. 

Work has been started on the Essex, but not 
as yet on the Brooklyn. 

It is said to be about time to relieve the Talia- 
poosa, now doing duty-on the South American 
station. It is doubted by many, though, ifshe 
will again be assigned to duty on the home 
coast. She is well adapted to the river work on 
the La Platte, and the chances are that she 
will stay there as have the Monocacy and Palos 
in China. i 

The Alliance, which arrived in Hampton 
Roads the other day from the South Atlantic, 
left the Richmond and Tallapoosa alone on that 
station. This number of vessels, it is said, is by 
far inadequate to the needs of the station, and 
that it is necessary that some effort be made to 
augment the squadron in these waters if 
American interests are to properly looked out 
for. At the same time itis argued that undesir- 
able stations should not receive only the least 
efficient of our war vessels. There is as much 
need for fast and well-armed cruisers on the 
South Atiantic and Pacific stations as there is 
for the presence of such vessels in Europe, 

The Brooklyn and Essex, it is said, cannot be 
repaired any too soon, judging from the short 
complement of ships on foreiga stations. It 
will be some time yet before the new navy is 
strong enough to take ali the work out of the 
hands of the old-type cruisers. 

The flagship Lancaster of thé European sta- 
tion is on her way home. She left Funchal, 
Madeira, July 15, and wiil likely occupy twenty- 
five days in the run to the coast. She takes the 
southern passage and the trades.

A OIROULAR 10 WORKMEN. - 


THEY ARE URGED TO ORGANIZE TO 
SECURE ADVANTAGES. 

A circular has been issued to trades and labor 
organizations giving an account of a confer 
ence held among the leaders of the Knights of 
Labor, the American Federation of Labor, the 
Brotherhood of Firemen, and the National 
Mutual Aid Association of Railroad Switchmen, 
looking toward co-operative action in cases of 
strikes and other labor troubles in the future. 

This ¢irocular is signed by General Master 
Workman Powderly, J. W. Hayes, A. W. 
Wright, and John Devlin forthe Knights of 
Labor, Samuel Gompers and P. J. McGuire tor 
the American Federation of Labor, F. P. Sar- 
gent, E. V. Debs, and John L. Hanranan for the 
Brotherhood of Firemen, ahd W. A. Simeroctt 
for the switchmen. Itsays that for years the 
opinion has prevailed, because a difference has 
existed in the forms of tke organizations of 
labor, that it necessarily meant opposition and 
antagonism. While this impression has to some 
extent found place in the minds of work- 
men it has been utilized by corporations and 
trusts for their own advantage and to the in- 
jury of laboring people, Differences of opinion 
and matters of detail in metbods for improve- 
ment of labor were magnified by interested 
people into conflicts of the most belligerent 
nature. The old ruse of raising false issues to 
keep the oppressed from uriting was resorted 
to in every instance, it is deciared, to the desri- 
ment of the workmen. 

The circular calls attention to the attempts of 
employing and speculating classes to prevent 
them from organizing, and to their efforts to 
crush ont any organization that ts formed, 
These efforts should only urge workmen to or- 
ganize every waere, itis argued. The interests 
of working people every where are identicul,and 
they ought be brought to a realization of that 
fact at once. 

The circular urges all workmen to put forth 
renewed efforts to solidify their ranks, and to 
leave nothing undone to nuke each svuciety the 
power for good that it is intended to be. It also 
urges all aunvurganized workmen to meet and con- 
sult with members of labor secieties in their 
various localities,

‘To-day the Mayor’s conference with 
prominent citizens in regard to the advisa- 
bility of having an international exposition 
in this city in 1892 is to be held. Thus far 
there. appears to be no dissent from the 
opinion in favor of the undertaking, and if 
practical steps are taken for organizing the 
movement there is no doubt that it will be 
heartily supported by public sentiment. 
There must be no underrating of the 
proportions of such an_ enterprise, 
and of the necessity of a united and 
harmonious co-operation of all 
cerned, if it is to be carried into 
effect snccessfully in the short space 
of three years. This can only be secured if 
all are bent npon the single object of taking 
the best measures for the end in view with- 
out trying to serve at the same time some 
selfish interest. There may be incidental 
advantages to real estate values or rapid- 
transit schemes or the development of some 
section of the city, but these things should 
be made altogether subordinate to the main 
purpose of getting up an exposition that 
shall be attractive, accessible, and in the 
highest degree successful. This considera- 
tion should be kept above all others.

The Commissioner of Pensions is not the 
only bureau chief in the Interior Depart- 
ment who is to be investigated.

The trouble in the Grand Army of the 
Republic over the approaching National 
Encampment te be held in Milwaukee has 
become complicated. The only hope of 
effectively boycotting the railroads for 
refusing to make arate of one cent a mile 
between Chicago and. Milwaukee lay in 
practical unanimity of action. When no 
fewer than nine department commanders 
about three weeks ago combined to advise 
all their members to stay at home, there 
was a good outlook for such unanimity. 
But soon this action began to strike some 
members like the one familiarly known as 
cutting off one’s nose to spite one’s face. 
Why should these reunions of vetérans, 
famous and enthusiastic for more than 
twenty years, dwindle to mere gatherings 
of a few delegates because the railroads 
refused to transport as cheaply as had been 
hoped? Soon, also, two other influences 
became operative to break the boycott. 
The Commander in Chief and other high 
functionaries did not like to be put in the 
position of presiding over a small show, 
and the local posts and people who had 
worked hard and successfully last year to 
get the honors and supposed advantages of 
the meeting for Milwaukee were not dis- 
posed to have it robbed of these glories and 
gains, and have accordingly been busy in 
trying to persuade members that the ex- 
cursion will be cheap after all. Just now, 
therefore, the prospect is of falling between 
the two stools of a genuine boycott and an 
old-time popular meeting. 








The disorders in Crete have again become 
so grave as to form a conspicuous element 
in the Eastern situation. Doubtless the re- 
cent negotiations for procuring Turkey’s 
friendly relations to the triple alliance have 
taken into consideration the discontent in 
this island. The trouble is the old one, 
which reappears now and again, of the 
local indisposition to pay any taxes which 
go to the support of the Porte. -Its serious 
character is made evident by the fact that 


the insurgents have taken possession of 
twotowns. Turkey could make short work 


of the uprising save for her fear, founded 
on experience, that an anti-Moslem cry 
would at once be started among the Chris- 
tian powers. Several ways out of the 
chronic difficulty have been suggested. 
One is that Germany should acquire the 
island; but that seems absurd, since she 
has never done anything to deserve it. Th 
proposition that it should go to England 
would be more acceptable probably to the 
Porte and the Cretans, but other powers 
would perhaps object. Greece, of course, 
is a permanent candidate for its annexa- 
tion, and stilla fourth solution would be 
to give the island its independence. For 
either of these last Turkey would probably 
want a compensation in money, andif the 
diplomats who are now considering the 
question could arrange some way of provid- 
ing it, the impecunious Sultan might be 
glad to exchange for it his troublesome 
island. 








“A GRAVE QUESTION.” 

We kave received from Messrs. HARVEY 
Fisk & Sons a circular letter, with the 
above heading, in which they discuss the 
proposition that the Treasury ought to buy 
bonds of the United States at any price 
necessary to secure them up to 136 for the 
4 per cent. bonds. Their theory in sub- 
stance is that at this price the Government 
would have to pay less than it would ulti- 
mately pay in principal and interest if the 
bonds were allowed to mature. There is 
much to be said in favorof this specific 
proposition, if it be assumed in advance 
that the revenues of the Government are 
not to be diminished andif the surplus now 
on hand is not to be used before the matu- 
rity of the bonds.in the remission of taxa- 
tion. But that is avery violent assumption 
and one that brings into the discussion of 
the question many considerations of a polit- 
ical character and not at all of a purely 
financial character. Unquestionably the 
disposition of so large asum of money as 
has accumulated in the Treasury by the 
operation of unnecessary taxation is a seri- 
ous matter from the financiers point of 
view. Itisnot easy to manage it without 


disturbing the business of the country, and - 


even the inferences as to how it will be 
managed are an element of considerable 
influence. But we are persuaded that the 
consequences of the policy by which the 
accumulation has been made are much 
more important with reference to the per- 
manent industrial and commercial inter- 
ests of the country than they are with ref- 
erence to the immediate wants of the money 
market, real or imaginary. 

Indeed, we are inclined to think that men 
who are immediately engaged in finance 
somewhat exaggerate the occasion for any 
action whatever by the Treasury, and very 
rouch exaggerate what the Treasury can or 
ought todo in the premises. For the pur- 
poses of a “‘ bull” market, either for securi- 
ties generally or for United States bonds, 
undoubtedly it would bea distinct advan- 
tage to have the Treasury offer constantly 
higher prices for bonds up to 136, and to 
get as many as could be got. But even in 
this sense we think the moral effect of 
such a policy would be considerably greater 
than its logical effect. The Treasury has 


only about $14,000,000 to buy bonds with 


at the present moment over and above 
what isin the banks. It is true that if the 
process went beyond this sum, and the 
banks should return their deposits, reclaim 
the bonds now held as security for such de- 
posits, and sell them to the Government at 
high rates, the amount of money loanable 
by the banks would be increased beyond 
the amount of Government deposits, and 
that would tend to make money easier. 
But the effect of the whole series of trans- 
actions would be mainiy to inspire confi- 
dence and stimulate speculation. How far 
that ie desirable it is unnecessary to dis- 





| eusa, but we are confident that it cannot be

egarded as a pressing necessity that the 


Treasury ought .te recognize and try to 
meet. 

Apart from this aspect of the case, there 
remains the fact that the origin of the sur- 
plusisunnecessary and unjust taxation, and 
that the remedy for the surplus should be 
the reduction of such taxation. That is not 
only the sovereign preventive of a surplus, 
but it is the use to which the actual sur- 
plus should be devoted. The Repu blican 
Party, now in possession of all branches of 
the Government, is pledged to an opposite 
policy, and has the power to carry out its 
pledges. It is plain that its most intelli 
gent and experienced men hesitate to do so. 
Mr. HARRISON, during the canvass of last 
year, was one of the most earnest in his ad- 
vocacy of the policy of buying bonds in- 
stead of lending the surplus to the banks 
and of spending the surplus instead ef re- 
ducing taxation; but he has been in power 
now nearly five months, one-tenth of his 
term has expired, and he has not taken the 
first step in this direction. Why? Because 
he has discovered that public opinion will 
not warrint i¢; that there is a broad differ- 
ence between campaign speeches and Ex- 
ecutive action; that he has a definitive re- 
sponsibility in the matter, and he cannot 
shirk it. So the Treasury goes along 


“on almost exactly the lines laid down under 


the much-reviled Cleveland Administra- 
tion, and, is likely to do so for some time 
yet. In his heart, we imagine that Mr. 
WinpbdomM is not sorry that his course was 
fixed for him in advance, and, on the whole, 
80 Bagaciously. 








NEW MOTIVE POWER ON THE 
STREETS. 

Whether the street railroads in this city 
are to be permitted to change their motive 
power, and if so, what system of propulsion 
they shall use, depends upon the consent of 
the State Railroad Commission and of the 
property owners along the lines. The com- 
mission is now engaged in a hearing upon 
the application of the Third-Avenue Rail- 
toad Company for the privilege of adopting 
the cable system, to which, it is understood, 
a majority in interest of the property own- 
ers have already consented. This hearing 
is of great interest and importance tothe 
public, for it may be the beginning ofa 
complete revolution in the method of run- 
ning surface cars upon our streets. The 
days of the horse car are numbered and no 
one will regret its disappearance, but it is 


desirable that the substitute for it should 
not merely be an improvement but should 


be the best system now available. It-is not 


a mere matter of experiment for the com- 
panies, but as the adoption of any new sys- 
tem is a privilege granted by public author- 
ity and involves much interference with 
the use of streets and concerns the general 
safety, comfort and convenience, it is im- 
portant that the public authority should be 
exercised with due regard for the rights and 
interests of the people. The system to be 
approved on any line oughtto be the best 
for the public rather than for the company 
and it should be one likely to prove perma- 
nent, so that the streets may not be sub- 
jected to another change. 

The choice lies between the cable system 
and some form of the electric motor, and 
the merits of both methods of propulsion 
dught to be examined into before a decision 
is made in favor of either. The cable sys- 
tem has been in extensive use for some 
years and experience has shown that itis 
open to various objections when employed 
in crowded streets. The theoretical advan- 
tages set forth in the company’s application 
are very great, but there are practical 
drawbacks which should be carefully con- 
sidered. The Third-Avenue Company has 
been running cable carsin Tenth-avenue 
far up town and through One Hundred 
and Twenty-fifth-street, and has found that 
they work successfully and are regarded 
with favor by the public, but that is not a 
crowded section, and what would work 
wellin Tenth-avenue might not be adapted 
to conditions in the Bowery and Park-row. 
It is claimed on behalf of the company that 
improvements have been made in the sys- 
tem whicb. obviate the objections of which 
complaints have been heard from Chicago 
and other cities. That isamatter for the 
comunission to inquire into. 


But before it decides in favor of the cable 
system even for one line, it ought to con- 
sider the alternative of the electric system. 
This has also been extensively adopted in 
other cities, but in most cases the current 
has been applied by means of overhead 
wires. This would have to be ruled out in 
New-York for the reason that all overhead 
wires in the streets are prohibited and no 
change is likely to be made in the policy of 
excluding their use. The application of the 
current by means of underground wires 
has not been fully tested, but there may be 
sufficient information attainable upon the 
subject to make judgment in regard to it 
safe. So far as interference with streets’ 
surfaces is concerned, it is no greater than 
that involved in the laying and operating 
of cables. The storage battery system is 
also on trial with results more or less de- 
cisive. The application of electricity as a 
motive power is stillin its infancy and we 
have little doubt that it will be ultimately 
so developed and improved as to displace 
all other means of locomotion on tracks, at 
least in city streets. For this reason we 
should be cautious .in adopting other sys- 
tems which-may prove to be only temporary 
makeshifts. 

‘How far the consent of the Commission- 
ers can be made dependent on conditions 
compliance with which could be enforced 
we are not sure, but the matter ought to be 
tested. The companies which are allowed 
to open or interfere with street surfaces 
for the purpose of adopting a new system 
of motive power should be required to lay 
a new form of rail satisfactory to the pub- 
lic authority giving the consent. The oc- 
casion should be used, if possible, to secure 
the extermination from our strevts of the 
abominable centre-bearing rail, which was 
avowedly devised and adopted to be a 
nuisance to all traffic and travel on the 
streets except that of the companies using 
it. If these companies had a decent regard 
for the public, from ‘which they derive 
their privileges, they would voluntarily 
consent to do away with this nuisances, and 
the gain they would make in public favor 





‘by 90 doing might be worth to them the 


cost of making the change. They should 
be induced, if possible, to accept this as a 
condition for the new privileges for which 
they are asking, and if they will not do so 
it should be made a condition any way, and 
then if they proceed under the conditional 
consent an. effort should be made to enforce 
compliance with the condition. Another 
public arrangement that should be made to 
accompany the adoption of any new sys- 
tem of street railroads is that of a proper 
relaying of pavements or an entire renewal 
of pavements where it is needed. The 
greatest obstacle to the repaving of some of 
the mostimportant thoroughfaresof the city 
is the liability of the pavement to be ruined 
after it has been laid by the operations of 
companies using surface tracks or under- 
ground cables, pipes, or wires. Every ef- 
fort should be made to have permanent 
provision made for these whenever and 
wherever new pavements are laid, so as to 
obviate as far as possible this liability to 
subsequent injury. 
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BLIGHTED BY THE TARIFF. 

The company operating the largest wool- 
en mill in Connecticut went into bank- 
ruptcy on the 16th inst., its creditors hav- 
ing refused to accept a settlement of their 
claims at 10 cents on the dollar, which 
appears to have been the best offer that 
could be made by the embarrassed manu- 
facturers. The founders of the company 
were men who had a thorough practical 
knowledge of the business, but in their 
struggle against adverse conditions their 
capital was eaten up, and although others 
came to their aid, it was impossible to 
make the industry profitable. A large num- 
ber of workmen suffer by the-downfall of 
the company, for around the Versailles 
mills there had grown up a village of em- 
ployés. Mortgages now cover both the 
village and the factory, and alarge sum is 
due to the workmen for labor. 

The fate of the Versailles mills has been 
like the fate of many other New-England 
woolen mills in the last few yeara The in- 
dustry has been blighted. Factories have 
been closed and offered in the market for even 
one-tenth of their original cost. The condi- 
tion of the woolen manufacturers was de- 
scribed as follows on the 27th ult. by the 
American Wool Reporter, which is nota 
*‘ free-trade” journal: 

‘Here is the situation in a nutshell: The 
American woolen manufacturer to-day is in a 
position where the most that he cares about is 
to be permitted to make a living. Worried by 


wealthy wool growers; choked, cheated, and 
cramped by the commission-house system of 


selling his goods, and tormented by ‘ Trusts’ 
among makers of card clothing, packers of 
teasels, and dealers in nearly every variety of 
mill) supply, the condition of the domestic 
woolen mill owner has become pitiable in the 
extreme. The wonder is, not that we are called 
upon to chronicle so many failures among 
woolen mills in New-England and Philadelphia 
of late, but rather that there have not been more 
of them.” 


The industry has been depressed by high 
tariff duties that greatly increase the cost 
of such raw material as the manufacturer 
must import from foreign countries and at 
the same time enable dealers in other mill 
supplies to exact high prices by means of 
the combinations of which the American 
Wool Reporter sneaks. And yet 2% great 
many of the manufacturers so heavily 
handicapped were induced by partisan feel- 
ing, by the threats of certain wool-growing 
politicians, or because they had not discov- 
ered the real cause of their melancholy con- 
dition, to vote at the last national election 
for the maintenance of the policy under 
the operation of which they were going 
into bankruptcy. Possibly the attempt of 
the Senate to make the tax on their raw 
material heavier by 10 per cent. has opened 
the eyes of some of them. With respect to 
the raw material of the carpet manufact- 
urers the increase proposed by the Senate 
was even 60 per cent., and if this additional 
burden should be imposed they and the 
buyers of carpets would be forced to carry 
it, for the carpetmakers are compelled to 
procure almost all of their wool in foreign 
countries. 

If the manufacturers suppose that the in- 
tention to raise these duties has been 
given up, they should bear in mind this 
question recently addressed to certain 
complaining persons by the Protective 
Tariff League: ‘‘Isit necessary to remind 
them that the [tariff] legislation promised 
by Harrison’s election is not yet enacted, 
but merely placed in the course of enact- 
ment?” 
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RIXATRIX JEFFERSONIANA., 

The State of New-Jersey is honorably dis- 
tinguished for standing upon the ancient 
ways, or a good many of them, such as ex- 
ecuting murderers and voting for ANDREW 
Jackson. The latest revival, however, 
in New-Jersey of a practice obsolete 
elsewhere is rather startling. By the 
common law the offense of common 
scolding is distinctly recognized, and the 
offender, according to the blithesome 
BLACKSTONE, is known as @ communis 
rixatrix. The common law upon this sub- 
ject was reverently embodied in an ancient 
statute of New Jersey, including the com- 
mon law penalty of a public ducking at 
the end of a plank. By the general testi- 
mony of her afflicted and deafened neigh- 
bors MARY Brapy has violated this law, 
and having been tried and convicted for it 
has been sentenced to pay a fine of $25, in 
lieu of the ancient punishment, which the 
court set forth that it omitted with regret 
in deference to the mildness of modern man- 
ners. 

Whether this novel and interesting pro- 
cedure will induce Mary Bravy to restfain 
her tongue hereafter, or to accustom it to 
good words, is of no' great public conse- 
quence. There are many communities in 
which the tidings of her conviction and 
punishment will bring joy to afilicted 
spouses and long-suffering neighbors, and 
will be powerfully brought to the atten- 
tion of the persons who are, or who ought 
to be, 1n danger of a like judgment. New- 
York is so big and so noisy that the merely 
oral efforts of any common scold cannot ex- 
tend even to the block or beyond the walls 
of the actual tenement house which she 
haply inhabits. But the acoustic prop- 
erties of the New-York apartment house 
are excellent and are onhanced by the 
so-called air shafts, which as convey- 





ances of air and light are gloomy fail- 


ures, but as media for the transmission of 


sound reach a diabolical perfection. A 
common scold has here an opportunity of 
exasperating and scandalizing a number of 
persons who would suffice to populate a 
small village. These persons, after appeal- 
ing against her in vain to the landiord and 
the Board of Health, will exult to learn 
from the example of New-Jersey that they 
have rights which she is somewhere bound 
to respéct, and. they will be emboldened to 
take counsel whether the machinery of the 
common law may not be put in operation 
against her. 

Still-the voice of BOANERGES or BoB IN- 
GERSOLL would not suffice to make its pos- 
sessor the terror of more than a very lim- 
ited area in thiscity. In order to fulfill the 
definition of a common scold and'to fatigue 
the entire populace one must scold in type. 
A new statute, intended to effect the aim of 
the common law and of the. revised pro- 
vision of the law of New-Jersey, must 
embrace the offense of habitually utter- 
ing injurious and snarling observations 
by the pen as well as by the tongue, 
Herein lies a solemn warning for the ex- 
ponents of Jeffersonian Democracy. The 
chief organ of the particular brand of 
Democracy successively represented by 
JEFFERSON, BLAINE, Hitt, and HARRISON 
is the most notoriously common scold in 
the United States, though by no means so 
notorious as it was a few years ago, when 
it printed daily returns of its circulation 
and declared that not to print them was 
incompatible with common honesty. The 
pen of its editor is a much more unruly 
member than anybody’s tongue and de- 
fames with equal alacrity the living and 
the dead. What is the brawling of a casual 
old woman in a tenement house or even in 
a village street to the daily objurgations of 
this tireless and insatiable virago? 

It is rather curious that the common law 
assumes that common scolding is a vice 
confined to the softer and shriller’ sex. 
Scold is indeed an epicene term, but riza- 
trix is distinctly feminine. The Jeffersonian 
scold battles womanfully for the principles 
of government outraged by a refusal to 
appoint his candidates, or to employ his 
lawyers, and as a consequence heis naturally 
known, in loose and familiar discourse, 
asanold woman. But this is clearly tig- 
urative, and lacks the precision requisite 
for an indictment. If the medizxval 
makers of the common law did not 
contemplate the existence of a male 
scold because they had not ex- 
perienced him, that is no reason why 
the modern lawmaker, to whom he is pain- 
fully familiar, should not take legislative 
notice of him. The new statuteso urgently 
needed should extend not only the definition 
of the crime soas to include scolding by 
roeans of printed matter, but the definition 
of the criminal by comprehending offenders 
of both sexes. As to the mode of punish- 
ment, the question should be decided on its 
merits, considering the difference between 
ancient and modern manners, and without 
any reference to the deep and general joy 
that would follow the announcement that 
on a@ given day the Jeffersonian scold would 
be publicly ducked in the East River from 
the tower of the Brooklyn Bridge. 








The decision of Chancellor McGin. with 
respect to the discharge of sewage into 
the Passaic River will probably compel the 
city of Newark to procure its supply of 
water from anew source. The Chancellor 
refuses to grant an injunction restraining 
the city of Passaic from pouring about 
60,000 gallons of sewage daily into the 
river ata point less than four miles above 
the spot where the water supply of Newark 
is taken from the same stream. It also 
virtually permits the pollution of the river 
in the same way by the villages and facto- 
ries above Passaic. An appeal will be 
taken to the court of last resort, but the 
decision as it stands’will probably cause 
the authorities of Newark to complete 
arrangements for supplying to the people 
water that is not polluted or exposed to 
contamination. This is a matter that de- 
serves the careful attention of the people 
whose health is menaced. The. consump- 
tivn of polluted water causes disease.g 
When the water is fouled by the sewage of 
@ city it spreads the seeds of disease. 
Modern sanitation téaches with abundant 
proof that a supply of unpolluted water is 
of the first importance to the people of a 
town. Such a supply is always of great 
value, but it is especially useful for the 
protection of the people when an epidemic 
of infectious disease prevails in the adjoin- 
ing region. Now that the fundamental 
principles of sanitary science have become 
so widely known, a city can make no more 
profitable investment, from a business 
point of view, than one that shall insure 
the purity of the water supplied .to its in- 
habitants.

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., July 24.—As sensational 
telegrams have been sent to the leading papers 
of the country by an irresponsible St. Paul cor- 
respondent concerning the Directories of 1889 
for Minneapolis and St. Paul Idesire to ask 
theses same papers which have published the 
falsehood from St. Paul, to publish the truth 
from Minneapolis, which Isend prepaid. The 
Directory of St. Paul was issued on the 15th 
inst. It contained 74,000 names, an increase of 
4,000 over 1888. The Minneapolis Directory 
was issued to-night, and contains 80,000 names 
an increase of nearly 5,600 over 1888. 

According to the multiple used during the 
State census of 1885, St. Paul has 185,000 
population. By the the same multiple Minne- 


apolis contains 230,000 people, showing Minne- 
apolis to be in the lead by 45,000 people. This 
Directory estimate is confirmed by other statis- 
lics. Minneapolis cast 38,060 votes tur Presi- 
dent in November, 1888, while St. Paul cast but 
26,000. Minneapolis has 19,000 school cbil- 
dren enrolied upon her books, while St. Paui has 
but 15,000 enrolled. The taxable valuation of 
Minneapolis exceeds $132,000,000, while St. 
Paul’s scarceiy reaches $105,000,000. The 
twin cities of the Northwest undonbtedly have 
430,000 population. but Minneapolis leads St. 
Paul by more than 40,000,

ELM-STREET IMPROVEMENT 
——~.-— ‘ 
PROSPECTS OF ITS ACOOH.- 
PLISHMENT LOOK BRIGH1., 
MAYOR GRANT CONFIDENT THAT HE CAN 
CARRY IT THROUGH WITHOUT Cost 
TO THE CITY. . 


At least one advantage has probably accrued 
to the city from the fact that the Department 
of Public Works has fallen into the control of 
Tammany Hall. A Tammany Mayor and a 
County Democracy Commissioner of Public 
Works were heterogeneous, discordant, and un- 
friendly elements in the Municipal Government. 
It was like oil and water. Now that the water 
has disappeared, and Thomas F. Gilroy has 
taken its place, it has become all oil, and the 
wheels of the municipal machine revolve with 
& smoothness and practical directness that has 
not been known in years, 

The sawe opportunity was afforded Mayor 
Hewitt, put he frittered nis opportun:t'es away 
in the devising of plans and evolution of dreams 
of what he would do in the course of his second 
term to improve the streets and avenues, pro- 
Vide ideal rapid transit, parks, and public baths 
in the densely populated wards, and generally 
Edenize the metropolis. In the long messazes 
that gave promise of all these things there were 
proposals that would have been valuable if 
they had only been constitutional, ana his suc- 
cessor, although much disinclined to accept 
suggestions from such an abhorred source, 


quenched the tires of prejudice and was dis 
posed to act upon the suggestions referred to 
until he discovered that the Constitution stood 
in the way. 

The manner of effecting the improvement of 
Elm-street was one of these cases. Mr. Hewitt 
proposed to make' the improvement without 
expense to the city. He intended to get leave 
from the Legisiature to condemn every parcel 
of land that iay along the proposed thorough- 
fare and cut the new thoroughfare through, and 
then dispose of the land left over in lots to suit 
at the vastly-increased. values which the im- 
provement would insure. The plan was not 
new, but it would have been new to this coun- 
try. Unfortunately for Mr. Hewitt and the 
city, he did not remain in oftice long enough to 
secure the necessary amendment to the State 
Constitution and legislative enactment to au- 
thorize his undertaking. He would not consent 
to the improvement being made in any other 
way, and so he lost the glory of inaugurating 
the great improvement. 

Now, however, that the Mayor and Commis- 
sioner of Puvlic Works are of the same political 
complexion and therefore in confidential rela- 
tionships, and neither of them disturbed by fits 
of hypochondria, there is a glowing and in- 
creasing prospect that something toward the 
widening and extension of Elm-street may ve 
s00n resolved upon and the work be begun 
noder auspices that will insure its completion. 
Mayor Grant some time ago remarked that he 
could put the improvement through and inti- 
mated broadly that he would do so without uilti- 
mate cust to the city, if only the city had the right 
to tuke, in the preliminary condemnation pro- 
ceedings, the property fronting upon the pro- 
posed new avenue. But upon thorough investi- 
gation by the legal counselorsof the city’s chief 
magistrate the eonclusion was reached that the 
Constitution stood in the way, and, although a. 
civil servics or Sunday closing law may ve 
matter of small consequence to the graduates 
of Tammany Hall, they revere and respect the 
Constitution a8 a power that is higher than 
they. 

But notwithstanding the Elm-street improve- 
ment could not be made in violation of the Con- 
stitution there appeared no reason why it could 
not be made underandin coutormity with the 
Constitution, and such powers as the City Gov- 
ernment has under the constitution. The desir- 
ability of the improvement has long been con- 
fessed by the vast majority of the property 
owners in the city, except the elevated rall- 
road owners, one of whom is the father-in-law 
of one of ex-Mayor Hewitt’s daughters. Some 
few malcontents whose property stands in the 
way of the proposed widening and extension 
have grown gray in their frantic opposition to 
the improvement, but the pressure from the 
general public to have the Vast section of the 
eity through which the improved street would 
run redeemed from its blighted and mildewed 
condition has grown steadily, until now it is all 
but Irresistible. 

Early in his administration Mayor Grant gave 
the property owners several hearings before 
the Board of Sireet Opening and Improve- 
meuot and every feature of the proposition pro 
and coa, With illustrations and demonstrations, 
Was placed before the board. But in executive 
session, when it was supposed the minds of the 
members were ail made up favorably to the 
improvement, the majority of the board favored 
postponing action indefinitely. ‘here is strong 
reason for the belief that the opposition on the 
partof the Tammany men in tha board oame 
trom the fact that the Public Works Depart- 
ment was still in the contro! of the County 
Democracy, and it was deewed impolitic to 
allow so important a piece of work to fall into 
the hans ef their political opponents, Gen. 
Newton ana D. Lowber Smith have since passed 
out, ana the Public Works Department is in the 
hands of a Tammany chieftain. 

Mr. Gilroy needs not to be told that thereis 
possibiiity of much personal honor for him in 
the saccessful and honorable completion of so 
great and desirable a public improvement. 
Beyoud the natural desire that even a Tam- 
many brave may feel to conform ina measure 
to the wanifest wishes of the people, Mr. Gil- 
roy realizes that he has the opportunity to win 
personal laurels by having the great improve- 
ment made ina businesslike and commendable 
taanner without scandal, during his acmin- 
stration of the department. His honors under 
such cireemstances would be second only to 
these the Mayor would. achieve by the 
Same means. Any such bugaboo as the 
possibility that some company would 
bnild 2 fYrapid-transit railroad through 
the proposed new thoroughfare has no terrors 
for either tbe Mayor or Mr. Gilroy, Itis the 
rational consequence of the improvement that 
there should be a rapid-transit railroad built in 
the new sireet and built coincidentaliy with 
the improvement of tue street. The one inm- 
provement would make the other easier and 
bo h undertakings could be perfected for less 
money than either could be done for separately. 

Although tuere has not been a meeting of the 
b «rd for some time. it is relabiv stated that 
the new members of the board—Commissioner 
Gilroy and sresident Waido Huichins of the 
Park Board—have lately been studying and in- 
vestigating the matter for themselves :rom the 
maps and records of the Board of Street Oven- 
jugs ana linprovement. The record is quite as 
goo) a source of information as any number of 
the interested individuals would be, ani in nat- 
urai consequence of their studies the gentlemen 
mentioned are quite as well informed on the 
general subject as their older colleagues of the 
board. A meeting of the board was to have 
been heid to-day, at which tinal and conclusive 
action was to have been taken upon the propo- 
sition; bat, owing to the interference of the 
biz confer-nee between the Mayor and promi- 
nent citizens over tha proposed quairi-centen- 
nial celevration of the discovery of America by 
Chrisiopher Columbus, the meeting has been 
adjourned until Tuesday next - 

Of the three plans for the extension'of Eim- 
street the Bvoard of Street Openings and Im- 
provement is said to favor the more direct cut 
through Marion-street and the blocks north- 
Ward to the junction with Lafayette-place, 
avoiding the curve to the west into Crosby and 
the other to the east into Mulberry street. As 
to the southern projection of the street it is not 
apparent which plan will be resolved upon. 
Engine+r Webster lately prepared an entirely 
new plan for the southern connection of the 
new street with Centre-street, but it has not 
met with the supportof the board. Judge P. 
Henry Dugro lately purchased the property at 
the porthwest coraer of Chambers and Centre 
streets and has had the building upon it recon- 
structed. It lies in the path of the original 

lan of improvement of the street, and Mr.

which provided for the branching off of Eim-

building. Tais would, however, without other 
change, Make the turn from Centre-street and 
Park-row into the new street rectangular and 
indirect. On its face 16 would be a mueh hand- 
somer atrangement of the 5 gd than the 
others, Lut it would induce the line of street 
traffic to persistent y invade Chambers street 
on 18 Way into Elm, and is almost vitally ob- 
jectionable on that account. No one can, of 
course, say What route Will be chosen, but the 
pare prospect of a determination of the long- 
pending question in favor of the wurk is grati- 
fying to all tne most prominent citizens and 
property owners of the entire city.

OBITUARY. 
THE REV. FATHER CURLEY. 

The Rev. Father Curley, Director of George- 
town University, died in Washington, D. ©., 
yesterday afternoon, He was the oldest living 
priest in thé United States, and, so far as 
known, in the world. He always enjoyed good 
health up to February last, when he was taken 
sick immediately after the centennial celebra- 
tion of the college. His memory continued un- 
impaired up to a few days before his death. He 
fell down stairs While he was recovering from 
his illness, and since that time he never rallied, 

The Rev. Fatner Curley was born in Roscom- 
mon County, Ireland, Oot. 25, 1796; the son of 
a@ builder and superintendent of mills. His 


father died when he was only four years old 
and he had a very limited education until he 
was approaching manhood, when he received 
instruction from a fine mathematician who had 
settled near his home. In 1817 he came to this 
country and for two years was bookkeeper and 
clerk 1n a large grocery atore in Philadelphia. 
He then removed to Frederick, Md., and taught 
mathematics in the county academy there. 

He resolved to become a priest about this 
time, and studied Latin and French to fit him- 
self for his calling. He entered Georgetown 
College in 1827 as a novitiate and remained at 
the college ever since, with the exception of 
two years spent in study from 1829 to 1831.. 

For forty-eight years he was Professor, of 
Philosophy and Natural Science, and during 
this time he made a number of valuable con- 
tributions to science. He also took up the 
study of botany and achieved considerable rep- 
utation as @ botanist. 

While he was best known as an astronomer, 
Father Curley was @ man of varied and accu- 
rate acquirements in nearly every branch of 
scientific inquiry.. In 1881 he became Director 
of the auiversity. 

Father Curley’s crowning achisvement was 
the establishment of the observatory at George- 
town College. He had been Professor of 
Astronomy for some years before his cherished 
idea became an established fact, but in 1844 
the observatory was builf under his personal 
superintendence, 

To Father Carley must be accorded the 
honor of determining the situation of the merid- 
ian line of Washington, a feat he accomplished 
long before the naval observatory was built, 
and which aided the projectors of that institu- 
tion in determining upon the location of the 
observatory building. Those observations to 
determine the exact longitude of Washington 
from Greenwich were made nearly half a cent- 
ury azo, and have recently been verified by 
the Government astronomers and accepted by 
those connected with the English Royal Obsery- 
atory.

EDWARD E. MITCHELL. 

Edward E. Mitchell, formerly a well-known 
dry goods merchant, died yesterday at his home, 
Linden Hill, Flushing. L. L,in the eighty-first 
year of his age. Mr. Mitchel! had been ill 
for some time, and on account of his age was 
unable to survive a surgicaloperation. He was 
a son of the Rev. William Mitchell and a 
brother of ex-Judge William Mitchell of the 
Supreme Court of this State. He was gradu- 
ated from Columbia College when sixteen years 
old. Hethen entered the dry goods business 


and, after a year spent in learning the details 
of the business, was employed in the house of 
A. T. Stewart & Co., where he soon became a 
partner. 

Hard work affected his health so that at the 
age of thirty years he was compelled to retire 
from active business.

He was exceedingly 
fond of literature and was an excellent scholar. 
Returning from Europe, he settled down in a 
fiue residence at Fiusbing, where he continued 
to find enjoyment in his literary tastes and a 
quiet home life. 

Mr. Mitchell was much interested in Flush- 
ing, and was for many years a scnoo) Trustee 
there. He was never actively engaged in poli- 
tics. He leavss a widow, one daughter, and 
two sons, John F. B. and Ernest Mitchell, who 
are members of the dry goods firm of Leavitt & 
Mitchell Brothers, Leonard-street, this city. 


CHRISTIAN SAUER. 

Christian Sauer, a well-known resident of this 
city, died yesterday morning at the Union 
Hotel, Sharon Springs, N. Y. Mr. Sauer had 
been ill for some time with Bright’s disease of 
the kidneys. He was a native of Bavaria and 
came to America in 1844. He started in busi- 
ness here asa baker at Thirty-first-street and 
Fourth-avenuo, -but subsequently became pro-

OLYMPIA, Washington, July 24.—The conven- 
tion putin nine hours, with only one hour for 
dinner. President Hoyt handed the clerk a long 
telegram received from Elliott F. Shepard of 
the American Sabbath Union asking thata clause 
be inserted in the Constitution protecting and 
encouraging Sabbath observaance, It was re- 
terred to a committee. 

Several prohibition petitions were received 
and referred unread. The convention then took 
up the article on judiciary for its final passage. 
Several members endeavored to introduce 
amendments, but they were all promptly and 
emphatically voted down except one that pro- 
vided that certain Justiees of the Peace shall be 
made Police Justices in towns and cities. The 
judiciary article was then puton its tinal pass- 
uge and passed unanimouly without calling 
‘yeas and nays. 

The convention then took up the reperts on 
miscellaneous matters. There were two—one 
favoring probibitionand the other opposing it. 
The latter was adopted, but the memvers in de- 
bate almost unanimously expressed themselves 
as favoring the separate submission of the pro- 
hibition question to the people at the same time 
the Constitution is submitted. 

The convention took up the report of the Com- 
mittee on County, City, and Township Organ- 
ization, and by 5 o’clock this afternoon suc- 
ceeded in pushing every section through the 
Committee of the Whole with only 
one amendment, That provides’ that 
cities of 25,000 population may enact 
their own charters or amend them by a majority 
instead of a two-thirds vote. Section 9 that 
Was passed without debate or discussion pro- 
vides that no county nor inhabitants thereof 
nor property therein shall be released or dis- 
charged from its or their proportionate share of 
taxes to be levied for State purposes, nor shall 
commutation for such taxes be authorized in 
any form whatever. 

This is construed by the best lawyers here to 
mean and was intended to tax churches, private 
schools, and charitable institutions—in fact, 
everything of whatever character not owned or 
controlled by the State. ‘ 

After the Committee of the Whole had arisen 
an amendment wus made and carried forbid- 
ding the removal of county seats unless three- 
fifths of the qualified electors favor such re- 
moval. Itis also provided that all officers of 
the county shall be paid by salary except sur- 
veyors, Ceroners, and public administrators, 
Strong efforts was made to include Sherifts in 
the liat, but it failed though backed by the 
ablest lawyers in the convention. 

The clause providing for the removal of 
county seats was warmly debated fer four 
hours, but every man had his own interests and 
all were finally obliged to compromise. On the 
report of the committee as originally submitted 
a strong effort was also made to limit the size 
of any new counties that may be hereafter 
framed to 400 square miles each, but many 
thought this was too small and the amendment 
was defeated. 

During all debates on every subject continual 
allusion is made to the constitution of Califor- 
nia, and copies of it lie upon balf of the mem- 
bers’ desks. Above all, the spirit in favor of 
wise laws to encourage capital to come into 
the State is gaining ground, and the majority of 
the violent propositions attacking everybody 
and everything connected with corporations 
will be allowed to sleepin committee, Capital 
and corporations will be retained but not 
crippled. : 


BISMARCK, Dakota, July 24.—The Judiciary 
Committee has at last completed its labors and 
reported to the convention. The committee 
recommends that a Supreme Court of three 
Judges be established, that there be six judicial 


districts, with as many Judges, and that the 
present system of Justices of the Peace be re- 
tained. 

The committee is against the proposed plan 
of the establishment of county courts, and this, 
itis believed, will draw considerable fire from 
the convention, as a minority report on this 
question will be submitted. The question of 
whether the Supreme Court shall hold all its 
sessions at the capital, giving one session each 
to Bismarck, Fargo, and Grand Forks, bas been 
settled by the committee in favor of holding all 
terms at the capital. 

The terms of the Judges of the Supreme 
Court shall be six years, any vacanoy, by 
death or otherwise, to be filled by appoint 
ment of the Governor, this appointee to serve 
until the next general election. No person 
shall be eligible to the office of Supreme Judge 
who is not a citizen.of the United States, 
thirty years of age, and a citizen of the State 
at least five years. To be eligible to the Judze- 
ship of the district court the candidate must 
be twenty-five years of age anda resident of 
the State two years prior to the day of elec- 


tion.

No. 1—Shall consist of the Counties of Pembina, 
Cavalier, Waish, Nelson, and Grand Forks. 

No, 2—Ramsey. Towner, Benson, Pierce, Rolette, 
Bottineau, McHenry. Church, kHenville, Ward, 
Stevens, Mount Raille, Garfield, Flaanery, and 
Buford. 

No, 3—Caas, Steele, and Traill. 

No. 4—Xichland, Ransom, Sargent, Dickey, and 
McIntosh. 

No. 5—-Logan, Lamoure, Stutsman, Barnes, Wells, 
Foster, Eddy, and Griggs. 

No, 6—Burleigh, Emmons, Kidder, Sheridan, Me- 
Lean, Morton, Oliver, Mercer, Williams, Stark, 
Hettinger, Bowman, Billings, McKenzie, Dunn, 
Wallace, and Aldred, and that portion of the Sioux 
Indian Reservation lying north of the seventh 
standard paraliel. 

The consideration of the complete Constitu. 
tion introduced by Williams of Burleigh has 
been postponed until after the committees have 
all reported. The convention adjourned with- 
out debating a question of introducing new 
matter. 


S10oux FAL1s, Dakota, July 24.—-Both the con- 
vention floor and lobby were fully represented 
at to-day’s session of the convention in antici- 
pation of an interesting time in the considera- 


tion of the report of the Judiciary Committee, 
which bad made a special order for to-day. The 
report provides for judicial districts, the form 
of which is as compact as could be desired, 
The-comwittee reported compact districts, pay- 
ing also due consideration to railroad facilities. 

Beadie and Browu Counties were dissatistied 
with the report, as it took from them the pres- 
tige of being the coveted central point. Accora- 
ingly they organized an opposition and pre- 
pared a minority report. aimed to place Beadle, 
Spink, and Brown each in separate districts, 
The debate was long, pointed, and sharp. Eight 
counties were said to be dissatistied, and it was 
claimed on both sides that political considera- 
tions were involved. The minority report was 
finally adopted. 

The Committee on Legislative Appointment 
has completed its work, and will submit the re- 
port to-morrow. The South Dakota Legislature 
will consist of 45 Senators and 123 Representa- 
tives. There will be 43 Senatorial and 50 Rep- 
resentative districts. 

Boise City, Idaho, July 24.—A proposition 
was adopted taxing all property except public 
libraries, churches, cemeteries, and mines. Ma- 
chinery of mines, however, is not exempted. 
Towns and cities may tax proverty and collect 
license. The State is limited in taxing to 7 
mills per cent. of value of the property. 

The school lands and funds to remain in per- 
petuity apd only the interest to be used. Com- 

ulsory education may be enforced to a certain 
imit. The Legislature is authorized to make 
regulations for charges by railroads and ex- 
press companies. The sections to prohibit rail- 
roads from pooling were stricken out. The 
proposition against free passes to State officials 
was also voted down. 

HELENA, Montana, July 24.—Myers introduced 
a resolution providing that no person holding 
any office of profit under the United States and 
commissioned by the President shall, during 
his continuance in office, be eligible to be ap- 
pointed, hold, or exercise any office of profit un- 
der the State. It was referred to the Committee 
on Miscellaneous Subjecte. 

The afternoon session was devoted to consid- 
ering the Judiciary bill in regard to organizing 
districts and the appointment of Judges.

Kohihaas Brothers’ silk loom manufactory, on the 
site of the original Colt’s revolver factory, at Pater- 
son, N. J., was totally destroyed by fire at 9 o’clock 
yesterday evening.

WANTS A SETTLEMENT. 

R. Carman Combes bas begun a suit, the com- 
plaint in which was filed in the County 
Clerk’s office yesterday, to have his accounts as 
Trustee in Pennsylvania and Western Raniroad 
Company affairs settled. He alleges that Cor- 
nelius Kiel, Frederick Stromeyer, J. Andie 
Irwin, and himself were the owners of the rall- 


road property, and agreed that if they suc- 
ceeded in selling it the proceeds should be 
divided, $30,600 to himself and $10,000 to each 
of the others. He was to act as Trustee for the 
others. After this, in February,1881,there was a 
movement to build the road, which Mr. Combes 
alteges fell through by reason of the failure of 
Frederick Stromeyer to secure bonds in Lon- 
don in the possession of Charles Stromeyer, 
which, by the terms of the contract for the 
building of the road were to becanceled. ln 
January, 1882, be declares, the Franklin Im- 
provement Company was formed amd agreed 
with the railroad company to construct the 
road, This scheme fell through, and Frederick 
Stromeyer, Cornelius Kiel, and J, Frank Irwin, 
as administrators of J. Andie Irwin, requested 
Combes to sell their interest in the company if 
he could. 

Mr. Combes in 1882 attempted to sell the 
property, but his negotiations were not finished. 
It was sold early this year by Simon Sterne, 
and Combes as trustee received $12,326. A 
large amount of this, he says, was neeiled to 
reimburse him for his expenditures and ex- 

enses, and he believes he is entitled to one- 

alf of the balance of $5,600. Mr. Combes on 
July 5 last received $4,146 88 on the stock of 
the Franklin Company which he ,says, should 
be divided among Frederick Stromeyer, Corne- 
lius Kiel, and J. Andie Irwin’s estate,

TRANSCONTINENTALS IN TROUBLE. 

CHICAGO, July 24.—The Executive Committee 
of the Transcontinental Association this morn- 
ing spent several hours considering the propo- 
sition of the Southern Pacific to allow the Cana- 
dian Pacifico 6 per cent. of the coast tratiio and 


abolish all differentials on that business. The 
committee finally agreed tu recommend a redus 
tion ip the differentials, and a report to that 
effect was subsequently submitted to the gen- 
eral meeting. It was of nouse. The Southern 
Pacific did not regard the recommendation as 
of any value whatever. J. C. Stubbs, General 
Trattic Manager of the road, insisted that there 
could be but one satisfactory solution to the 
problem, and that was in doing away with dif- 
terentials and requ ring the Canadian road to 
compete on equal terms with the American 
lines for the Pacific coast traffic. He gave the 
members to understand that this proposition, 
with the simple modification of a guarantee of 
6 per cent. of the traffic to the Canadian Pacific, 
must be acceptea or the Southern Pacific would 
certainly go out. 

While the association was pondering over the 
Inatter the Denver and Rio Grande Western 
came tothe front with a demand for a differ- 
ential rate on transcontinental business, basing 
its claim on the ground that it was a narrow- 
gauge road and therefore at a disadvantage as 
compared with the standard-gauge lines. The 
demand was not discussed to any great extent, 
but was referred to 4 special committee, with 
instructions to consider it and report to-morrow. 

The outlook for a peaceable settlement of the 
troubles that threaten to disrupt the Transcon- 
tinental Association grows dimmer each day. 


JAY GOULD WANTS THE LAND. 

LITTLE Rock, Ark., July 24,—Jay Gould ap- 
pears as piaintiff in a suit in the Federal court 
here, against the Little Rock, Mississippi River 
and Texas-Railroad to recover $425,000. He 


asks that a mortgage which he holds on theland 
in this State owned by the company tu secure 
payment be foreclosed. The land was granted 
the company by the State some years ago, and 
embraces many thousand acres. It is timber 
and agricultural land, and is very valu- 
able. Gould recites in his petition that 
in May, 1885, the company was _in- 
debted to E. Atkins and T. G. Dexter 
of Boston, E. H. Winchester of Exeter, N. H., 
and J. E. Redfield of Connecticut, in the sum 
named in his mortgage; that the latter was 
given the four persons named to secure pay- 
ment, Henry Wood being made trustee, and 
that mortgage was assigned to him (Gould) for 
a valuable consideration. 

Wood's whereabouts are unknown, and Gould 
rays fora decree for the sale of the land un- 
ess the indebtedness and interest is paid ona 
day to be fixed by the court. Gould is a large 
stockholder in the road.

NOTES OF VARIOUS INTERESTS. 
It is reported from Boston thatthe Directors of 

the Flint and Pére Marquette Railroad will meet 


on Friday in New-Bedford and will then declare a 
semi-annual dividend upon the preferred stock. 
Three per cent. is the probable figure. The net 
earnings for the first six months of 1888 were only 
$180,828. The balance, $41,142, necessary to pay 
34g per cent. on 63,420 preferred shares, waa realized 
from other income, including interest on $1,000,000 
of land assets. For the second half of 1888 the net 
earnings were $264,194. ‘rhe $1,000,000 that the 
company held as land assets has since been put into 
the road, and the net earnings for the first half of 
1889 will not be sufficient to pay the 3% per cent. 

It is estimated, however, 
that the earnings of the latter half of 1889 will 
enable the company to pay 4 per cent. additional 
making the full 7 per cent. for the year.

for the purpose of paying, funding, or exchang- 
ing and retiring the bonés of said road now 
outstanding before consolidation with the Peoria, 
Springfield and St. Louis Railway Company and for 
purchasing additional equipment and constructing 
or acquiring additional railway, the mortgage to 
apply in the line from Pelein to Jacksonville and 
from Hevana to Springfield, and an additional sam, 
$15,000 per mile, for every mile for every one con. 
structed or acquired in extending the.road from 
Springfield to East St. Louis, 


A lot of litigation, and some of it with the 
promise of much liveliness in it, is threatened over 


the Hocking Valley Railroad Company’s affairs, 
Some sort of a row is always pending over this 
property. Just now three interests, all antago- 
nistic, are getting in position to fight for the control 
and management of the company. Two or three big 
law firms have been retained, and a lot of enter- 
taining literature is being prepared with which to 
deluge stockholders who never get anything elae 
out of their investment except imitations to write 
proxies. One party to the present ficht insists that 
a receiversh p is the only hope of ever making the 
property worth anything. while auvother party 
avers that the company never had better prospects 
than now if sensibly managed. 


The attorneys of the Baltimore and Ohio Road are 
preparing an answer to the complaint made against 


the company by the Pittsburg, Cincinnati and St. 
Louis Railroad, alleging that the Raltimore and 
Ohio’s club rate of 2 cents a mile for parties of forty 
or more is illegal. They willraise the point that a 
complaint made by one railroad against another has 
no standing, and expect to beable to proveit. It 
they should be cowpelled toargue the question it 
will be denied that the club rate, which can be 
taken advantage of by anybody, discriminates 
against individuals. The fact that the higher rate 
has seriously interfered with theatrical and otner 
similar ventures will be brought out before the 
commission, 

The statement of the business of alllines of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad Company east of Pittsburg 
and Erie for June, 1889, as compared with the same 
month in 1888, shows a decrease in gross earnings 
of $1,149,382, a decrease in expenses of $344,720, a 
decrease. in net earnings of $804,662. The six 
months of 1889, as compared with the same period 
of 1888, show an increase in gross earnings of 
$146,032, an increaséin expenses of $428,425, a de- 
crease in net earnings of $282,293. All lines west 
of Pittsburg anid Erie for the six mnths of 1889 
show a deficiency in meeting all liabilities of $437,- 
694, being a decrease, as compared with the same 
period of 1888, of 144,608.

Sands of New-York—upou President Hammond for 
possession, which request was promptly complied 
with, and t#e road and all franchises ard belong- 
ings passed under the control of the Trustees, 

For some time past the Delaware, Lackawanna 
and Western and the New-York Centra) Railways 
have been trying to make arrangements to get an 
entrance into Toronto, Ontario. The New-York 
Central by a deal this week has succeeded in out- 
stripping its rival by an arrangement with the 
Toronto, Hamilton and Buffalo Railway for run- 
ning powers from Niagara Falls to Toronto, The 
Toronto, Hamilton and Buffalo is not yet built, but 
arrangements have been made to complete it in a 
year. The line is all located from the Falls to the 
environs of Toronto and the right of way pur. 
chased. 

The trunk line passenger agents and representa 
tives of those transatlantic steamship companies 
doing emigrant business with the trunk line rail- 
roads met yestcrday to discuss the matter of con- 
tracts and outside agents.

It was organized wery quietly and the publics 
has not heretofore been informed of the move- 
ment. Twenty-six mills are embraced in the 


combination, located in different sections of the 
country, from Delaware in the’ East to Illinois 
and Wisconsin in the Weat. It also takes in the 
largest dealers in straw board in New-York, 
Boston, Philadelphia, Cincinnati, and Chicago, 
who practically control the trade. 

The capital stock of the company is $6,000,- 
000. Its purchases include the plants of the 
twenty-six mills and all personal property ap- 
pertaining thereto. 

“We intend,” Mr. Newcombe said, “to so 
conduct the business that the production shall 
Lot exceed the demand, and we shall be satis- 
fied with a fair profit, and we hope to avoid 
any complaint of exorbitant prices hereafter. 
It may be that we sball be compelled to 
limit the number of milis to be rup. If we 
find that any one millis not individually profit- 
able we can let it remain idle.” °

accuracy of hie assertion that the resistance of | 
any man varies only slightiy when measured at 
different times. ; ; nt RESO: 

A TIMES reporter obtained those results. yes- 
terday afternoon, by going out to Mr, Edison’s | 
laboratory at Orange, N. J. Immediately uvon | 
leaving the.stand on Tuesday, Mr.. Edison went 
out to his laboratory, and bad .the. resistance 
of some of thé men upon whom he had experi- - 
mented.last Saturday measured again, He 
hed testified aa to their first.,»measurements, 
and Mr. Cockran had performed that, delivtate 
operation known as “jumping upon” him. 

“Ob!” be bad said, “of course that’s all 
right, but why did you not take their: measure- 
ments again? You probably then would. have 
discovered that your first measurement~ would 


not have agreed with your second, measure- 
iment by many ohms. Your experiments were 
incom plete.” , . 

Thus’ spoke Mr. Cockran. Mr. Edison_smiled 
@ kindly smile, said that perhaps he did not 
know much, ana promised to measure the men 
again. Hediadso, As svon as he got,.to: his 
laberatory he picked out 226 of his workmien— 
workers in metal—and had their resistance 
taken by the Wheatstone bridge. The same 
conditions of contact and measurement .were 
observed as in the first cage.. Of the 226 meg, 
1,590 ohms was the highest resistance meas- 
ured and 610 ohms the lowest; 1,180 ohms was 
the average. After three bours 16 of these'men 
‘were measured: again. The greatest d PRC 
noted in any individual case was 50 ohme—a 
difference almost infinitesimal—and some, of 
the men registered within 15°ohms ‘of the. first 
measurement,’all of which demonstrated con- 
elusively to Mr. Edison’s mind that he-was right 
when he said that the resistance of every man 
Was practically the same. t 

To test his assertion still further, yesterday 
afternoon forty of the men whose resistance 
had been measured on Tuesday were subjected 
to the test again, and the result was substan- 
tially the same as it had been in the case of the 
aixteen men measured twice the day before. 
Their individual resistance registered. within 
from fifteen to fifty ohms of what it had twen- 
ty-four hours ‘before. Mr. Kennelly, Edison’s 
chief electrician, will present. these figures to 
Referee Becker and the various counsel this 
morning. 

Deputy Attorney General Poste’s first witness 
at yesterday's session was Dr. Cyrus Eason ‘of 
the Board of Health, who conducted: the ex- 
ponments made by Harold P. Brown at Colum- 

ia College lest August. The doctor said ‘that 
all of the dogs experimented upor, except one, 
‘were killed instantly by the alternating .cur- 
rent. There was no question about it, the dogs 
were dead and not just knocked senseless, as 
Mr. Cockran seemed to believe. Some other 
questions were asked the witness about these 
experiments, and then Mr. Poste put his usual 
question: 

*“Do you believe that an electric current can 
be artificially generated which will inevitably 
kill in every case when scientifically appiied— 
kill instantly and without pain?’ ks 
. “ET have not the faintest doubt of it,’ Dr. 
Edson replied with much emphasis. 

Mr. Cockran then took the witness suavely in 
hand and asked him if he did not couesider the 
science of electricity to be ‘still in the experi- 
mectal stage. It could not be calied an exact 
science, Dr. Edson: said, but there were many 
things init which had become demonstrated 
facts. Mr. Cockraa, in his playful, inquiring 
Way, expréased a desire to know one of those 
facts, and the witness promptly replied: ‘“ We 
know that electricrty can kill.” 

“How do you know that?’ asked Mr. 
Cockran, 

“We know it from experiments on animals, 
and we can reason that if electricity will kill 
an animal it will killa man. And electricity 
has killed many men, as you know.” 

The witness was then questioned as to Dr. 
Petersen’s assertion that one auricle of an aul- 
mal’s heart might continue to beat after the 
animal’s death. He said that it might, but not 
with the rhythm of ‘the heart of a live animal. 
The witness said he had no difficulty in believ- 
ing that a man might be struck by lightning 
and not be killed, but he could not believe, in 
such a case, that the whole force of the charge 
had been sent into the man’s body. In the case 
of a man who had touched both poles of a wire 
bearing a 1,500-volt alternating current with- 
out being killed—as A. Carpenter Smith had 
testified tohavye done—the witness would as- 
sume that his contact with the wires had been 
imperfect and that he had received only a por- 
tion of the current. 

At the close of his examination Dr. Edson 
said, 1n answer to questions by Mr. Cockran, 
that the ages of the dogs experimented upon 
would have proved important factors in arriv- 
ing at the practical results of the experiments, 
but he had not been able to obtain them. The 
dogs were not aristocratic animals. They were 
taken from the pound. In dissecting the bodies 
of the dogs he had found all their organs in 
normal condition except the hearts, which had 
ceased beating in contraction, There was noth- 
ing to show how death had been caused. 

Rudolph A. Witthaus, Professor of Physics 
and Chemistry in the University of the City of 
New-York, succeeded Dr. Edson in the witness 
chair. He haa devoted a considerable amount 
of time to the study vf electric currents. Dr. 
Sachs had aday or so before testified that, in 
his opinion, an electric current such as it is pro- 

osed to try op the BuffaiS murderer would 

urn the subject woefully. His testimony was 
read to the witness, and he differed from Dr. 
Sache absolutely. Where the contact made was 
a burning would be impossible, and Mr. 

Vitthaus went on to.explain just why it would 
pe impossible. His explanation was such a 
purely technical one that even Mr. Cockran, 
with his vast knowledge of techovicalities, coula 
not understand it, and the witness was per- 
mitted to go un-cross-examined. 

Schuyler 8. Wheeler, the electrical expert of 
the Board of Electrical Control,a young man 
who consumed more time in deep thinking than 
he did in answering questions, was next called 
py Mr. Poste. He corroborated other expert 
testimony in saying that burns resulted only 
when contact was imperfect. He laughed at 
the story tol& about the man the soles of 
whose feet came in contact with an electric 
light wire and who was suspended thus in 
mid-air, held up by the force of the current, 
Such a thing, he said, was impossible. Mr. 
Wheeler was unfortunate in the hands of Mr. 
Cockran. His slow manner in answering ques- 
tions exasperated his questioner and the audi- 
tors, Who were. pleased to see Mr. Cockran get 
him mixed up in his scientific explanations. 

This witness completed Mr. Poste’s list, and 
Mr. Cockran put on the stand Laverda Adams, 
a shoemaker of Poundridge, Westchester Coun- 
ty. This witness was seated at the tea tanle 
with his family on April 10 when a thunderbolt 
struck the house and shattered it. It came 
down the chimney, apparently, to the room 
where they were seated, and knocked things 
about in a tremendous way. The lightning 
atruck Adams, his wife, his uncle, and his little 
daughter. It killed his uncle and his daughter, 
but he and his wife recovered from the shock. 
It entered his body in his teft arm, passed across 
to his right side, then back to the left side, down 
hie left leg, and passed out at his left foot, leav- 
ing buros on the flesh aa it passed. He was 
cae varalyzed for three days and was 

ept in bed for three weeks. His daugnter and 
his uncie lived about twelve hours after they 
— been struck, The house was torn almost to 
pieces. 

This testimony ended the day’s session. The 
session to-day is not expected to last an hour. 
Referee Becker will probably take some more 
testimony in Buffalo early next week. 





A RECEIVER, MUST BE APPOINTED. 

Judge Ingraham, in Supreme Court, Special 
Term, yesterday handed down a decisioa 
holding that a receiver must be appointed for 
the firm of Pelgram & Meyer, the big silk manu- 
facturers of Paterson, N. J. Isaias Meyer, the 
sole remaining partner of the concern, in Janu- 
ary, 1888, made acopartnership agreement with 
Gerrman and Alfred Schiffer and died the 
following Summer. His son, Aubrey Meyer, 
just over twenty-one years of age, was of the 
opinion that under the articles of copartner- 
ship between his father and the Schiffers he 
was entitied to come in as a partver. He and 
the Schiffers did not agree, and the young man 
and his mother, Ida Meyer, executrix, and 
Louis Lowenstein and Edward Lauterbach, 
executors of Isaias Meyer, brought suit in the 
Supreme Court to compel the Schiffers to admit 
him to the tirm, or Lave a receiver appointed 
and the business wound *. 

It was urged before Judge Ingraham, on 
behalf of the Schiffers, that Mr. Meyer’s pro- 
visions in regard to Aubray could not be recon- 
ciled. Judge Ingraham decides, however, that 
it was Mr. Meyer’s evident intention that he 
should become a member of the firm,

ENLARGEMENT. 


THE BUILDING EXAMINED BY MESSRS. 
WINDOM AND WANAMAKER. 


Seeretary Windom, Postmaster General Wana- 
maker and Supervising Architect Windrim of 
the Treasury Department spent several hours 
yesterday with Postmaster Van Cott, inspect- 
ing the Post Office buiiding. ‘Their purpose was 
to see for themselves what merit there might 
be in the recommendations of the recent com- 
mission in regard to enlargement and other 
changes in the building. This was the. first 
time that either Mr. Windom or the supervising 
architect had inspected the Post Office, but it 
was Mr. Wanamaker’s third visit. Postmaster 
Van Cott guided them through every depart- 
ment from the basement to the third floor. 
They were much impressed and interested with 
what they saw,from the dark and crowded 
basement to the cramped quarters of the regis- 
try department up stairs. They also carefully 
examined the north end of the building from 
the outside, where an extension is proposed. 
When the inspection ended they started for 
Washington. 

Postmaster Van Cott said he hoped soon to 
hear from Washington definitely upon the sub- 
ject of changes and.enlargement. He was given 
to understand that whatever might be possible 
would bedone. It will be necessary to deter- 
mine how much of the general appropriation 
availabie for public buildings canbe devoted to 
work here. Plans will be made accordingly. 
Further then this the visitors were wholly non- 
commital Mr. Van Cott feels assured, how- 
ever, that Mr. Wanamaker appreciates the need 
of more room and better light and air, and that 
he will do everything in his power to have the 
aman made with the least possible de- 

ay. 

Itis Mr. Van Cott’s opinion that little diffi- 
culty will be met in providing these .improve- 
ments for the basement. He is not quite certain 
how it can be done, but thinks an architect 
ought easily to devise means that will accom- 
Dlish it. Whatever enlargement there may be, 
he thinks, will need to ve done within the pres- 
ent limits of the building. Mayor Grant has 
already warned him that the city authorities 
may be expected to resist any encroachments 


. on Mail-street or on City Hall Park. Just what 


may be done is accordingly a question for arch- 
itects to decide after careful examination of the 

lans of the building. Yesterdaay’s visitors 

ound work in the various departments pretty 
wellcaugbtup.

THE NEW ANOHORAGE LIMITS. 

Under orders from the Lighthouse Board Com- 
mander Frederick Rodgers of the Navy, in com- 
mand of this district, on Tuesday changed the 
limit buoys of the old anchorage grounds to the 
positions designated by the new regulations. 
The change involved the shifting of the stake 
buoy on Communipaw Flats to a position 100 
yards further out in the channel A buoy 
was also planted at the point cf intersection of 


a line running through Kobbin’s Reef aud Con- 
stable’s Point, and then running southwest 
from the buoy off the Communipaw anchorage. 

The change in the anchorage ground below 
the Narrows, as noted in the new regula! ions, has 
been marked by the placing of the buoys in ac- 
cordance with the lines of the new map, as pub- 
lished in THE TIMES. 

Tne new charts are not yet out. It is under- 
stood that a lithographing firm in this city has 
secured the work. The proof chart, as received 
by the anchorage officer, is the same as that 
published in THe TimEs on July 3. 

The anchorage office ,jhas been established in 
Room 4 of the Barge Oftice. A Lieutenant is 
constantly there on duty, while the Manhattan 
is doing the patrol, ‘nere is no excuse now for 
masters of vessels not being informed concern- 
ing the new reguiations. Fuli information will 
be accorded any one calling at the anchorage 
Office, aud circulars and charts will be furnished 
on application. 





PRICES RAISED BY STRIKES.

WHERE DOGS ARE DOOMED. 
» e ’ -——-- |S -- 
THE NEW POUND AND LATEST. MODE OF 
KILLING VAGRANT CURS. 


These are the dog days, and as a consequence 
of the cherished superstition pertaining thereto 
many dogs have a day at the Pound. The 
Pound is now situated at the foot of East One 
Hundred and Second-street, and the gas-produc- 
ing neighborhood of East Sixteenth-street, 
where the yelp of the imprisoned cur was wont 
to break the stillness of the Summer solstice, 
knows it no more. The custodian is Mr, Will- 
iam Finn, and he has under his care on the 
average about seventy-five dogs a day. The 
male and female dogs are kept in separate 
apartments and are given forty-eight hours’ pro- 
bation. Mondays, Wednesdays, and Fridays are 
the days of doom, and unlucky crimirals vot 
rescued on the intervening days are summarily 
sent to the happy hunting grounds. The igno- 
Mminious curits by no means alone in suffering this 
enforced retirement to his lasteleep. Rare and 
costly dogs go down with him. A few days ago 
there were under sentence of death in the 
Pound several fine collies, fox terriers, and 
setters. The surprising thing is that. these 
valuable dogs, should be allowed to die wnen 
any one can take them vut and acquire absolute 
ownership on the payment tothe Poundmaster 
of $3 ahead, ~ 

The method of killing the dogs now in vogue 
ismuch more humane than the old one of 
drowning. They are put into an oblong cov- 
ered. box lined with zine and large enough to hold 
forty-eight. The dogs are aimitted through a 
vertically-openifig door atone end. As soon as 
the box is full the door is closed and ordinary 
illuminating gas drawn frow a street main is 
turned on by a-valve in the top of the box. 
The dogs fall asleep without pain, andina few 
minutes are dead. Then the gas is turned into 
the river by a valvein the bottom of the box. 
A door at the end of the box opposite to that by 
which the dogs entered is ratsed, and the bot- 
tom of the box, which travela on rollers, is 
drawn out with the carcasses,

their consideration with advantaye: It was 
nesessary that the location for such an exposi- 
tion should possess ali the facilities for the 
erection of great and important buildings and 


at the same time perfect protection in a sani- 
tary point of view in the way of providing #06, 

ad, 
therefore, suggested itself to his mind ‘that 
Clermont Park, (Which belongs to the city,) 
with the property south of it, including Fleet- 
wood Park, which jointiy contain from one hun- 
dred and twenty to one hundred and fifty acres, 
might possibly be the best location in the city. 
The advantages which it possessed might be set 
forth in a few words. . 

Fleetwood Park and the’ property lying be- 
tween it and Clermont Park was.owned by the 
estate of Dabrowski, and personaliy by W. H. 
Morris. That property being in the hands of 
tiwo estates could probably be leased at.a very 
moderate price for the purposes of the world’s 
fair, and when joined with Clermont Park, 
would give ample room for all purposes of the 
exhibition buildings and adjoining grounds that 
would be required for the, exposition. From 
its peculiar topography it was, in many re- 
spects, very well suited, as it had several level 
spots varying in size from ten to twenty 
acres, and particularily had a. large 
space which :was now known as Fleet- 
wood Park, which would be very’ valuable as a 
location for one of the largest and most impor- 
tant buildings of the exhibition. :The ground as 
a whole, although somewbat broken, tad some 
particuiarly fine trees that could be preserved 
and would give to the whole a parklike appear- 
ance. The communication from the Port Morris 
Branch of the Harlem Railroad for the delivery 
of the heavy machinery and merchandise was 
almost unequaled, Port Morris being a place 
where there is an abundance of water for the 
largest vessels, 

The communications for passengers were va- 
rious and important. Port Morris itself could 
be reached’ by steamers from almost any part of 
the city with great ease, the exhibition ground 
being within reach by the Port Morris Branch 
of the Hariem Road. Thatroad itself commu- 
nicated directly with the proposed site. All the 
horse Cars in the city thatrun to Harlem con- 
nected with the different horse railroads on the 
other side of the river. and thus made an easy 
and cheap connection for people who desired 
to go by the horse railroads. This amount of 
communication could be very easily increased, 
and would no doubt be largely increased by the 
necessary demand for transit to that particular 
pert of the city. From a sanitary point 
or view this location could not be much 
improved upon, as the drainage. could be 
made perfect through the Webster-avenuc sewer, 
which is already finished and runs siong the 
eastern boundary of the location proposed for 
the world’s fair. ‘ 

“So in many respects,” said Mr. Grace, ** this 
site appears to me to commend itself very 
strongly to the attention of the public. The 
property itself is not over a mile anda half 
fromthe Third-Avenue Branch of the Harlem 
Ratiroad, and less than a mile from Macomb's 
Dam Bridge, and about a mile and a quarter 
from the Madison-Avente Bridge—all of which 
should be considered in selecting a site for the 
world’s fair. 

“Van Cortlandt Park has been proposed and 
spoken of by different people as the most suit- 
able place, and it may be that it will be decided 
upon and finally selected. As a site for a grand 
exhibition it has the immense advantage of 
having about one hundred acres of flat land, 
close to the Van Cortlandt Station on the North- 
ern Railroad, and although there are no trees 
to ornament this large tract of land in the Van 
Cortlandt Park itself, there are many large and 
handsome trees which could be included in the 
ground surrounding the exhibition, and could 
be utilized in ornamenting the general sur- 
roundings of the main exhibition site. This 
She i can be reached very easily by the 

orthern Railroad, which now connects with 
the Sixth and Ninth-avenue elevated rail- 
roads. Itcould be reached from the Hudsou 
River Railroad if a short extension were made 
from King’s Bridge to Van Cortlandt Park. 
All the heavy7 freight might be carried from the 
Hudson River to Spuyten Duyvil and by a 
system of switches from Port Morris over the 
Port Morris Branch of the Harlem Railroad. 
Oue great disadvantage is the lack of proper 
drainage facilities. This, however, could be 
provided for by a proper amount of energy and 
expenditure; although it is necessary to bear in 
mind that the drainage is somewhat difficult, on 
account of the lowness of the land; yet this is a 
matter that could be remedied in thetime at 
the disposal of the authorities, and all the sani- 
tary requirements might thus be properly ar- 
ranged, 

“The parade ground at Van Cortlanat Park 
would have to be abandoned for three or four 
years, but this would probably be concurred in 
by the soldiers themselves, in view of the great 
importance of the world’s fair. Its distance 
from the city is five or six miles more than the 
distance to Clermont Park. I have made up 
my memoranda in regard to this question 
without having any disposition to influence in 
any sense the final selection and am happy to 
present my views to the public for what they 
may be worth, and I certainly think that the 
agitation and discussion of this question will no 
doubt lead to the best possible results,” 





INTEREST, TOO, MUST BE PAID. 
Mr. M. J. Cotter’s experience as special 
guardian of Miss Catherine Ann Tomney has 
not been pleasant. He was appointed guard- 
ian in 1885, forthe purpose of selling some 
property in Second-avenue which belonged to 


her.. He conducted the sale satisfactorily, and 
deposited the money in a trust company. Then 
by an order of the Court of Common Pleas he 
Was directed to pay the money over to the girl's 
general guardian.

; CREDITORS ASK QUESTIONS. 


THE FAULKNER . COMPANY'S FAILURE 
: HAs SOME CURIOUS FEATURES. 
“About the hottest epot within the city limits 
yesterday afternoon was the back office of the 
F,:G. Faulkner Company, at 41,» Dey-street, 
where a@ meeting of its creditors was in progress 
from 2 o'clock until 4, Among those in at- 
tendance were representatives of the largest 
tube «manufacturing concerns im the city, and 
they were ankious to learn what prospect there 
was of being paid for the goods they had sold 

to the insolvent company. . ga yey . 
Any (anticipation that ‘the meeting’ would 
Prove. pleasant ogcasion, was marred.at the 
outset, when Orris E, Thayer, Treasurer of the 
company, and acting.as Manager In the absence 
of the removed President, Frank G. Faulkner, 
Had to'acknowledge that since Monday’s meet- 
ing the company’s known liabilities haa in- 
creased from. $50,000 to over $60,000, and the 
indications were that these figures would be in- 
creased, as new evidences of Mr. Faulkner's 
mismanagement were continually being dis- 


- In response to pressing questions, Mr. Willis 


McDonald, printer, of 39 Golid-street, a Director | 
of the company and one of its largest share- | 


holdera, jacknowledged that the company’s 
affairs were jooking worse every day, and that 
Mr. Fuuikoer,had beea guilty of misrepresenta- 
tion during his conduct of the business by: which 
the Directors had been complerely hoodwinked. 

Mr, Faulkner hai, it appeared af the meeting, 
led the shareholders: to: believe that the ¢om-’ 
pany was dving a tine’ business’ and that it had 
@ bandsome cash reserve, about, équal to its 
capital He paid, them . sundry, gratefully- 
received 10 per cent... dividends, but investica- 
tion had shown that.these were pald out of the 
original-cupital.. Things were: kept going by 
the -proeess known as ‘ kite-flying.”: and»suntil 
the crash came'the shareholders, who had am- 
ple faith instheir President and Directors, con- 
sidered their stock: as in the‘ gilt-edge line of 
close corporation securities. , 

Mr. MoDonaid’s direct testimony was not 


given without distress, but the cross-examina- 


tion by tue creditors was really a paiuful erdeal. 
They asked gli sorts.of searching questions, 
wanted to know whether a Director of. a com- 
pauy should pot direct its affairs, instead of 
being himself directed, ana whether he or any 
others of the Directors could explain how it was 
that the company could have been so long in an 
insolvent condition without their knowing any- 
thing adout it: : 

One creditor asked whether it.was true that 
President Faulkner had failed to file before Jan. 
20 the required annua! statement of the com- 
pany’s afiairs. Mr. McDonald answered.in the 
affirmative. Then another creditor wanted to 
know whether this. failure to comply with the 
law on the part of the President of the company 
aid not make the Directors of the company per- 
sonally responsible for its liabilities, and this 
brought another atfirmative answer. 

For an hour Mr. McDonald was subjected to a 
trying cross-fire, and then the meeting settled 
down toaconsideration of how creditors and 
debtors could come together. It took put a few 
minutes to show that this could not justthen be 
done, and at about 4o’clock a dozen very angry- 
looking business men left the place together, 
discussed the situation in very plain terms on 
the sidewalk outside, and then separated to meet 
again at 2 this aiternoop and see whether there 
is any better prospect of their escaping serious 
loss than ‘was apparent yesterday. 2 . 

The proposition made by the Directors of the 
company Was to pay 75 cents on ‘the doHar. 
Tnis was no sooner made than'tne creditors 
with one accord declared that less than 100 
cents they would not accept. The Directors said 
they had no authority to make any higher offer 
and asked, for an adjournment, until to-day, 
which was agreed to.

HH DIDN'T SHOOT TO KILL, 


EXCITEMENT CAUSED AT THE CENTRAL 
NATIONAL BANK. 


A dishonest employe of W. L. Strong & Co., 
dealers in cotton and flannel goeds at 75 Worth- 
street, created a good deal of excitement Tues- 
day forenoon at the Central National Bank, of 
which Mr. Strong is President. On Friday last, 
at one of the factories of the firm in New- 
Hampshire, a clerk, whose name Mr. Strong re- 
quested should not be made known on account 
of his long connection with tlie hose and to 
save family disgrace, was. discovered. to have 
been meddling ‘with; the aeovunts. ‘Phe agent 
in charge at first. thought that simply blunders 
had been: made, but on'calling the clerk’s at- 
tention to it. ascertained that-there was a short- 
age. The clerk finally. confessed to his wrong- 
doing, Hiasteatings willnot be more than $3,500, 

The clerk, whose position: was a minor one, 
did not appear on Saturday, but on Monday 
night came to New-York to gee Mr. Strong. He 
went to the bank about noon, 4nd enterine the 
office of the Prestdent, which looks out on 





Broadway, asked that he be forgiven. Mr. 
Strong replied that he could not @o that, as he 


} had deceived him after being trusted for many 


years. Theclerk, who is forty-five years old, 
shed taars, and then finally exclaimed that he 
would take his life if Mr. Stroog would not for- 
give and forget the. crime. The man took ont a 
revolver and repeated that he would kill him- 
self. Mr, Strong replied that he was too much 
of'a coward to do that. Atthé same time, think- 
ing to scare the clerk by Sarseing his arrest, 
he went to the door and sent for a policeman. 

. The ruilty man as he returned pointed the re- 
volver upward by the side of his head, and tak- 
ing good care that there was no danger of its 
contents touching his head, pulled the trigger, 
The bullet embedded itself in the ceiling of the 
handsome office,. while the clerk stood as though 
frightened at the explosion. Mr. Strong took 
the revolver away from the man just 2s all the 
bank employes went rushing in under the im- 
pression that some one was trying to shoot the 
President. They were soon quieted, however, 
and ,he policemen who arrived were sent back 
with the word that no injury had been done and 
that their services were not needed. .Mr. Strong 
told the clerk who had made the “bluff” with 
his revolver to meet him at the store later in 
the day, and the operations of the bank went 
on as usual. At the sécond meséting the dishon- 
est clerk made a complete confession to Mr. 
Strong of just what he had done. He was 
then sent home, and told to report at the factory 
to atraigbten out the accounts with the agent in 
charge and then to seek new employment. 

The clerk has a family of five children. He 
has been employed by W. L. Strong & Co. for 
twenty years, and his father was a trusted em- 

loye of Mr. Strong for as many years before. 

he clerk had been of good habits till within a 
few months, whén he had taken toliquor. He 
had been drinking when he visited Mr. Strong. 
The latter expressed his regrets that the affair 
had become known, as he wished to shield the 
former employe from notoriety.’ His position 
was only a littie higher than that of a porter, 
and the amount taken was small. 





HUGH MURRAY DBSAD. 


ONE OF THE LEADERS IN THE ANCIENT 
ORDER OF HIBERNIANS. 


Hugh Murray, county delegate of the Ancient 
Order of Hibernians and one of the oldest and 
best-known members of that organization, died 
yesterday at his residence at 130 Leonara- 
street. He had joined the organization while 
stilla boy in [reland, and after his arrival here 
he became one of the organizers of the Ancient 
Order of Hibernians in this country. He was 
elected a delegate to its first national conven- 
tion, held in this city in 1852, and was sent in a 
like capacity to every national convention of 
that organization that bas been held since. He 
had been county delegate of the order for the 
last eight years, was once its General Treasurer, 
Treasurer of its building fund, and Treasurer of 
the Convention of the Irish Societies. 

Mr. Murray was a member of Division No. 32 
of the organization, and was the first member 
of the order in this country to be appointed a 
representative of the Board of Excise. He was 
a piano mover by trade. Although he was a 
great favorite with prominent politicians, he 
refused to accept any political office. He made 
a comfortable living and was satisfied. For the 
last two vears he suffered from rheumatism, 
and a few days ago he bad a severe attack of 
paralysis. He leaves a widow, but no children. 
The funera) will take place at 1 o’clock on Sun- 
day afternoon and the burial will be in Calvary 
Cemetery. 

Last evening a Dumber of Mr. Murray’s 
friends ana fellow-workers in the Ancient Order 
went to the house to hold a wake. Many were 
expected, but, owing to his sudden death, it was 
supposed that they had not yeb learned of the 
fact.
